Magnates Haven't Discov- 
ered Yet That They Are 
Responsible for Decad- 
ence in Interest. 


BY FUZZY WOODRLFF. 
Southern l¢ague baseball mag- 
nates are worried. They're begin- 
ning to ask those cogent ques- 
tions such as: “Wotell,” “whas- 
sermatter,’ and “whatwegointodo- 
aboutit,” the reason for this inquisi- 


tive frame of mind being that the 
turnstiles haven't clicked with any- 
thing like their former fervor this 
season—nothing remotely like it. 

There has been no calamity howl 
from the club owners—not yet, but 
just the same, they haven’t been 
giving out figures and the exuber-_ 
ance that marked the closing days 
of every season since 1918 has been 
btrangely and sadly missing. 

Unofficial advices have it that 
attendance is 60 per cent off all 
over the Dixie major, and it’s rea- 
sonably certain that stockholders 
in no Southern league city with the 
exception of Memphis are going to 
receive any return on their invest- 
ment this year. 

Lots of Explanations. 

The magnates in explaining the 
sudden slump in their receipts have 
called to mind the depressing price 
of cotton that kept everybody with 
death grips on purse latches until 
the seaton was practically over. 
They have pointed out that the 
runaway race that Memphis has 
made since the season started has 
killed interest. They call to mind 
the fact that there has been a lot 


pane or more thereafter, the} 
stock Was pretty generally held 
in each city by a large group of 
local sportsmen, who were each one 
willing to lose a little money ev- 
ery year to see the aeme played 
with combativeness and energy. 

In this way, the people of each 
city took a personai pride in the 
success of the. ball club, and if thé 
ball club was not successful, a sense 
of loyalty prompted them to con- 
tinue patronage and moral supports 
regardless, 

Those old organizations. of.a gang 
of local stockholders occasionally 
seriously interfered with the’ suc- 
cessful management of’a ball club. 
More frequently, though, they fur- 
nished a manager, who had madea 
miserable failure With an exeuse. 
He could pass the burden of his 
shortcoming onto the broad and 
long-suffering shoulders of “inter- 
fering directors,.’ But they -Kept 
alive the civic spark, and as long as 
this spark was alive, baseball con- 
j tinued to hold a whiie- hot interest. 


High Commercialization. 

Then came the days of high com- 
mercialization. Professional base- 
ball men either bought control of 
the clubs themselves or had finan- 
ciers who had no particular inter- 
est in baseball to buy control for 
them. Those little local directors 
were shelved. They lost interest 
in the game and so did their friends. 

The spirit passed On to the play- 
ers The management was in the 


game for the money alone. Why 
shouldn’t the players take it as all 
in a-day’s work? They lost their 
fighting’ spirit. They probably 
played the game with a little more 
mechanical perfection, but that 
spark was lacking. AS a result, 
the patrons became lackadaisical, 
highly critical, and not a bit par- 
tisan. 

About this time along came the 
war, After the war came that pe-

YANKS ROMP (Slight Changes in Football 
Inter-Collegiates 


Rules. for 


After Scoring. Safety’ the 
Ball Goes in Play on 30- 
Yard Line With~ First 
Down. 


New York, September 10.—College 
football, without any ofthe, radical 
changes suggested: at the->-clése of 
last season “by coaches and experts, 

will. open.its. .1$21 season in an- 
shar fortnight. Practice has been 
Started by college Squads ali over 
the country. 

Only a few minor changes have 
been made in the official. intercol- 
legiate rules. Suggestions were ad- 
vanced last spring for restrictions 
on the forward pass ard ny other 
reforms which would have necessi- 
tated radical cWfanges in the rules 
were outlined. The rules “commit- 
tee decided, however, that the day 
for rule~ tinkering. had-passed “and 
the changes they adopted clarify 
rather than alter the various rules. 

One of the principal changes pro- 
vides that in the event of the’ scor- 
ing,.of a safety the side which has 
made it shal] put the ballin play by 
scrimmage from first down-at any 
place on its 30-vard line. After a 
touchback the ball still will be put 
in play on the 20-yard line. 

Roughness Penalized. ’ 

In rule 23, section 5, a sub-division 
has been made. Division A provides 
that the offenses of tripping, tack- 
ling out of bounds or throwing the 
Player to the ground after the ball 
is dead, or any other unnecessary 
roughness shall be penalized 15 
yards from the spot of the foul. 
Division B provides that unneces- 
sary running into or diving Into or

throwing oneself against a player 
| obviously out of play either before 
or after the ball has been declared 
dead, or unnecessarily roughing a 
man who has made a forward pass 
may be deemed as unnecessary 
roughness, for which the penalty is 
loss of 15 yards from the spot where 
ball was put tn play. 

In rule 4, section 4, ft ts made 
clear that in the event of a fair 
eatch being made after the expira- 
tion of time, Only the kick Shall be 
allowed and that the period sha}i 
end as soon as the ball is dead after 
the kick has been made. 


Pass Rule Changed. 
Rule 6, section 13, nas been 


changed so that the ball is declared 
dead when a forward pass becomes 
an illegal pass, so that the rule 
covers both incompleted and illegal 
passes. A custom which has gov- 
erned the toss for goal or kick off 
at the beginning of a game has been 
legalized by a change in rule 7, sec- 
tion 1. ThRis now provides that the 
referee shall toss a coin and desig- 
nate which of the two captains 
shall call, and that once the choice 
has been made, it is irrevocable. 

In rule 9, section 5, an addition has 
been made providing for a penalty 
of 5 yards if more than one man of 
the attacking side is in motion the 
minute the ball is put into play, the 
penalty to be méasured from the 
spot where the ball was put Jn play. 

Rule 15, section 7, now reads that 
if at the kick-off the ball goes out 
of bounds before it crosses the goa] 
line it shall be brought back. 

In rule 17, section 3, having to do 
with the «forward pass, the word 
“hall” has been substituted for 
“pass,” a technical revision. A few 
other changes, of little consequence 
from the spectators’ standpoint, also 


have been made.

Col. Dashill Tells War Experience With Car 
-Which Won Fi irst Prize at ‘‘Corps Horse Show”’ 


Colonel William Dashiell, of 

60th infantry, is shown above 
standing beside his new Dodge 
brothers touring car. It was while 
this car was being given a final 
inspection before delivery that he 
related the follownig narrative: 

“A Dodge sedan car was issued 
to me for my uSe in France about 
August 1, 1918, while my brigade, 
which was part of the 6th division, 
was located in a training area. Un- 
til September 3 it was used to visit 
nearby towns on tours of inspec- 
tion, ete. . This work was not hard 
on the car. From September 3 to 


October 10 we were located in the 
Vosges mountains and we had _ to 
travel rough ‘roads with steep 
grades. From about October 25 to 
November 6 we were the reserve 
for the 1st American army in its 
drive through the Argonne forest. 
In this drive we encountered in- 
conceivably bad roads, deép in mud 
from recent rains, worn in ruts by 
heavy and continuous traffic, and 
filled with shell holes by the Ger- 
man artillery. My Dodge _ sedan 
made that trip .throughout’ that 
drive without a single stop, except 
on one occasion when we had to 


wait for a bridge to be constructed 
across a deep hole made by a Ger- 
man mine. On our trip we passed 
trucks overturned and stalled, as 
well as many other cars that were 
unable to negotiate the shell holes 
and deep mud. 

In February, 1919, at a. 
horse show at Bar-Sur Aube. my 
car won the first prize for best 
condition of car and machinery, for 
distanct travelled during its work 
in France. In spite of all obsta- 
cles, except a twenty-foot 
hole, my old Dodge Sedan car got 
there every time.”

AUSTRIAN DELEGATE 
ADDRESSES LEAGUE: 


Geneva, September 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Former enemy 
states made their first appearance 
in the debates of the present as- 
sembly of the league of nations 
when Count Albert Mensdorff-Pouil- 
ly-Dietrichstein, the Austrian dele- 
gate’ took the floor this morning 
to speak on the work of the coun- 
cil of the league. He spoke in 
French and was well received by the 
assembly.

The chairman of the asSembly en- 
deavored, by invoking the time lim- 
it, to put an end to the speech of 
the Jugo-Slay delegate, -which it 
was evident made a painful impres- 
sion on the assembly. 

A telegram was received today 
from the government of Honduras 
saying it was Sendine a delegation 
to the assembly. The delegation 
wil! bring with it a list of nomina- 
tions for the permanent internation- 
aj court, according to the telegram, 
which is signed by the Honduran 
foreign minister. The league of- 
ficials expressed their elation over 
the coming of the Honduran dele- 
gation as Honduras was not repre- 
sented in the first assembly last 
year. The officials pointed out 
that the only absentees now are Ar- 
gentina, Guatemala, Nicaragua and 
Peru.

Jesse Rawlings 
Asks Clemency 
For His Brother 


Milton Rawlings Is Last of 
Entire Family to Remain 
Prisoner. 


Governor Hardwick Saturday 
heard a petition for a pardon for 
Milton Rawlings, famous prisoner at 
the state farm, in which detafls of 
one of the most sensational murder 
caes in Georgia court history were 
recited by Jesse Rawlings, brother 
of the prisoner, who himself at one 
time was underadeath sentence in 
connection with the crime. Milton 
Rawlings is the last of an entire 
family of Lowndes county to re- 
main a prisoner on charges of kill- 
ing Willie and Carrie Carter, 12 
and 14 years old, respectively, chil- 
dren of W. L. Carter, of Lowndes 
county. The murder occurred in 
1905. 

J. G. Rawlings, father of Milton 
tawlings, and Alf Moore, a negro, 
were hanged for the killng. Milton 
Rawlings, Jesse Rawlings and 
Leonard Rawlings, sons of J. G. 
Rawlings, also were sentenced to be 
hanged at the trial. Governor Ter- 
rell commuted the deat sentneéce of 
the Rawlings boys in 1906. In 1911, 
Governor Hoke Smith pardoned Jes- 
se and Leonard Rawlings. Milton 
Kawlings cuntinued to serve a life 
sentence, and it was to seek hig 
release that Jesse Rawlings accom- 
panied by Attorneys W. OU. Cooper, 
Jr., of Macon, and Judge O. M. 
Smith, of Valdosta, appeared before 
the governor Saturday. 

Dispute Over Lands. 

The Rawlings case attracted na- 
tion-wide attention at the time it 
was tried. The killing of the two 
Carter children was a result of en- 
mity existing between the Carter 
family and the Rawlings oy 
growing Out ofa dispute over lands, 
The two children were shot from 
ambush and, in conressions made on 
the gallows, J. G. Rawlings and Alf 
Moore, the negro, said the children 
were shot by mistake, and that W. L. 
Carter, their ratner, was the ine- 
tended victim. Old man Rawlings 
and the negro exonerated the three 
boys of any connection in the 
killing. 

The case was bitterly fought in 
the courts. Attorney John Rk, 
Cooper, of Macon, who represented 
the Rawlings family, took the case 
to the United States supreme court, 
which court upield the verdict of 
the Georgia court imposing the 
death sentence on all five defend- 
ants. 

Jesse Rawlings, who served five 
years in the state prison until par- 
doned by Governor Hoke Smith, 
made a strong plea before the gov- 
ernor for extension of clemency to 
his brother. The statements of his 
father, who was hanged for the 
crime, and the negro, Alf Moore, in 
which they exonerated the Rawlings 


ing, were called to the attention of 
the governor, and other arguments 
in favor of the release of the pris- 
oner were presented. 

The extension of clemency was 
recommended by the state prison 
commission, which heard evidence in 
he case. The governor took the 
case under advisement.

U. S. Delegation 
To Arms Meet 
Will Confer Soon 


Washington, September 10.—Pre- 
liminary discussions by the Ameri- 
can delegation With a view to arriv- 
ing at unified opinions and selec- 
tion of the personnel of the delega- 
tion’s advisory committee were in- 
dicated officially today as the 
next step to be taken by the United 
States government in preparation 
for the conference on limitation of 
armament and Pacific and Far Past- 
ern affairs. 

The preliminary discussions, it 
was stated, may be expected to be- 
gin soon, although some progress 
toward unification of views already 
has been made. Secretary Hughes, 
who has been designated by Presi- 
dent Harding as head of the dele- 
Ration, is understood to have ascer- 
tained the views of Senator Lodge 
and Wlihu Root, two other members 
of the delegation, on several of 
the questions on which it is con- 
sidered desirable to formulate ea-iy 
opinions. _ The fourth member of 
the American delegation, Senator 
Underwood, will be brought into 
the discussions as soon as he re- 
turns to Washington. Mr. Under- 
wood is spending the congressional 
recess in the mountains of Tennes- 
see, but is expected to return to the 
capital prior to the reassembling of 
congress September 21. 

Whether the American delegation 
might be expected to meet soon in 
a formal] session was not indicated 
today but it was said to be 
highly desirable that some agree- 
ment be reached bv the delegation 
at an early date as to the confer- 
ence program. 

While these preliminary discus- 
sions are proceeding it {s consider- 
ed probable that the membership of 
the advisory committee will be de- 
cided, President Harding is said 
to feel that the American advisory 
committee should consist of about 
twelve members and not more than 
fifteen at the most. Such a small 
committee, it was pointed out to- 
day, will, necessitate careful selec- 
tion so as to give proper represen- 
tation to all the varied groups that

| reason for existence, some use to be 


served. 

The old Roman question cu! bono? 
applies to our society as well as to 
others. We are not organized 
simply to scrape the moss from the 
monuments of the dead lest they be 
forgotten. 

We are to perpetuate the noble 
qualities of those who have gone 
before us as wellas their memories. 

Many who enter our organization 
have no conception of what it means 
to be a Daughter of the American 
Revolution. They enter for various 
reasons: because they have the re- 
quired ancestry, or because they 
want the social privileges, or be- 
cause some local advantage is to be 
gained by becoming a member of 
the iocal chapter, or for some other 
reason which falls far short of what 
should be the underlying motive of 
membership. 

These come to the social gatner- 
ings but avoid the Dusiness meet- 
ings. 

They do not care for the business 
of the chapter: in other words they 
shun the work it was organized to 
accomplish. They remain blissfully 
unconscious of the broader fields of 
state and national work. 

Society Has Expanded. 

Begun a number of years ago for 
genealogical, historic and educa- 
tional purposes, which were engen- 
dered largely by interest in per- 
sonal family history and tradition, 
the society has expanded into an or- 
ganization of unprecedented lofti- 
ness and dignity of purpose, of high 
idealism and practical patriotism, 
of widespread influence within and 
without its own ranks. With a 
membership of over one hundred 
thousand covering every state in 
the union and reaching into foreign 
lands, with a marble building of 
reat beauty erected out of its own 
funds as a memorial to the founders 
of this country, wherein it main- 
tains an organized office staff of 
high ability. with an income of over 
one hundred thousand dollars a 
year—what has this society done to 
justify its existence—what has been 
the results of its organization—who 
has been~ benefited? Of what use 
has it been? 

The results may be regarded as 
threefold: the tangible, practical 
work accomplished along memorial. 
commemorative and educational 
lines, the educational, moral] and 
spiritual influence of the organiza- 
tion upon society at large and its 
educational, moral and spiritual] in- 
fluence upon its own membership. 

The practical work of fhe society 
would consume more than an eve- 
ning ™ telling. It fills twenty vol- 
umes of reports to the United States 
government—reports which are 
printed as senate documents and 
whieh the society must render an- 
nually or guffer as forfeiture of its 
charter. Now the United States 
government has no fnterest in print- 
ing accounts of social functions or 
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| quality. and superiority.

Ings of Interest to Women By Louise Dooly 


Women to Work With Men 
In Chamber of Commerce 


What might be called an experiment in women’s work in organi- 
zation, and one to which considerable interest will attach, both on the 
part of men and women, is about to be tried out by the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce through its women’s bureau. 

This test, in which the chamber has so much confidence that 
they do not call it an experiment, but the logical “next step” after 
-enfranchisement, in the participation of women in public, in commer- 
cial affairs, is the merging of woman’s work in the organization, 


with that of the men. 


The women’s bureau, in other words, will 


not function as a separate body, a sort of auxiliary, but women mem- 
bers of the chamber will at once be put on committees with the men, 
and they will work out the chamber’s problems together. 

There will be occasions when committees will be formed entirely 
of women, where expediency suggests it, just as there are committees 
formed wholly of doctors or maybe lawyers or advertising men, when 
the immediate work in hand makes a group of specialists seem the 
best choice for that particular research, or whatever the activity is. 


This new note of women in organization is sounded in interest- 
ing vein by Margaret Woodrow Wilson, daughter of the ex-president 


in the current number of The Ladies’ Home Journal 


It has, for a 


long time, been a hobby of hers, and was expressed in an interview 
in The Constitution as far back as 1917 when Miss Wilson was in 


Atlanta to sing at Camp Gordon. 


In her theory of the greater effectiveness of women’s work, when 
it is a co-operative effort with that of men, Miss Wilson says: “Only 


a unified citizenship can be truly co-operative. 


We shall have to 


learn to draw our life and strength from a common source as do the 
Yeaves, the branches, the trunk of a tree, else our great democracy 


will surely die. 


“The town meeting of the old New England days furnishes us a 
perfect example of a unified citizenship. It was not only a meeting 
for the discussion of public questions, but a legally constituted, non- 
partisan, non-exclusive organization of citizens with the highest power 


and authority. 


It had the legal right to use the town hall (of course, 


because it made its own laws) and there, under its rule and manage- 
ment, meetings were held to discuss and decide public questions, and 
various other activities were carried on, such as entertainments, lec- 


tures, and so on. 


Nothing went on in the New England town that 


the town meeting was not responsible for.” 

The merging of the work of women with that of men in such an 
organization as the chamber of commerce would not in any sense de- 
- tract from the value of the women’s organizations or lap over on the 
-. programs of activity fostered by the women’s organizations. 

But it would afford a direct outlet, says the Atlanta chamber, for 
the women’s desire for that kind of public service, which eould best 
be effected in conjunction with men. 

It is intended also to form a sort of school of methods, in which 
women would get first-hand practice in the ways and means men 
have worked out by long experience for the handling of public prob- 
lems or the advancement of the public interest in such matters as 
would naturaly come under the head of chamber of commerce activity. 

The results of the new program of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce will be watched with interest, and by no element of the people 
-more keenly than by the women’s organizations, which are so com- 
prehensive, so representative of the womanhood of Atlanta, and func- 
‘tion so well in the routine matters as well as in the great periods of 
emerzency that they are the first to applaud a new method which 
would put to greater usefulness the brains and the hearts of women

Has American Beauty 
Declined?

I heard two men talking on Broad- 
wav the other night. 

“No, they’ré not what they used to 
be, Sam,’ the older one was saying. 
“Their equals simply don’t exist, 
that’s all there is to it. Prettier 
clothes nowadays, maybe, but not 
looks.” 

His companion smiled: 

“IT don’t know about that,” he re- 
plied, “it seems to me there are an 
awful lot of pretty girls on the stage 
and on the street now, Bill. I don’t 
know ahout the old days, of course— 
['m younger than you are—but I'd 
sort of bet on our modern beauties 
both in quality and number.” 

People might think that becauge I 
am engaged in the theatrical busi- 
ness in which beauty plays a promi- 
nent part I might be prejudiced as a 
judge in awarding a decision on a 
debate of this kind. But when you 
ask me to answer the question: 
“Has American beauty declined?” 
you must also bear in mind that I 
nave been in this business for twen- 
‘y-five years, and have had rather 
more opportunity to observe, I sup- 
pose, than any other expert in the 
country. 

IT have seen the evolution of the 
American beauty chorus from the 
olden days when it was merely a 
side issue in musical comedy straight 
up to the present hour when the 
chorus takes rank as a feature sec- 
ond in importance to none in the 
production of a show or revue. And 
[ do not hesitate to say that it is 
Bill—and not Sam, the old-timer — 


who is right. 

American beauty has not declined. 
American womanhood is today more 
beautiful, more sparkling, more at- 
tractive as a personality, than she 
has ever been. I say this whole- 


heartedly—without that condescen- 
sion of the cynic who grudgingly 
arimits that there are just as many 
beautiful girls as there ever were, 
out maintains that, owing to the 
scarcity of cocktails, men draw the 
beauty line sharper than they used 
to draw it! 

I will go farther than this. I will 
admit that the critics of feminine 
beauty may indeed be more fastid- 
lous, but there are a good many thou- 
sand more reasons why they can 
afford to be! For, today, there are 
twenty real beauties to every mile 
of American city streets, where 
twenty years ago there was but one. 


Reasons for the 


Beauty Boom. 


Whenever I say this to any of my 
friends, they immediately come back 
with this question: 

“How de you account for this con- 
dition? What is it that has caused 
this boom in beauty?’ 

A great many people think that it 
is due to the development of the 
modern beauty parlor, to the refine- 
ments of cosmetics, lotions and 
modern treatments of the hair and 
skin. But these, I think, are rather 
an effect than a cause. I cannot 
rank the beauty parlor more than 
eighth in the actual causes for the 
great American beauty boom. 

Outdoor life is the great thing. 
Outdoors exercise, fresh air, auto- 
mobiles, motor boats, tennis courts 
golf links, modern dancing with its 
splendid physical exercise, if not 
overdone—apese are the outstanding 
causes for me increase in American 
beauty. All classes have profited by 
this improvement in looks—society 
girls, school teachers and chorus 
beauties alike. 

Particularly is this true of the girl 
who is fortunate enough to have or 
to earn herself sufficient money to 
enjoy this outdoor life. Did you 
ever stop to consider what a very 
large percentage of her time the 
typical well-to-do American . gir! 
now spends out of doors? And do 
you realize that this is the main 
reason why the world rates her so 
high in beauty and charm of per. 
sonality’? 


Secrets of the 


American Girl’s Beauty. 
Nowadays the Amertean girl often 
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drives her own car. She belongs to 
the country club, where golfing and 
tennis are her sports. You see her 
managing her own smart little sail- 
boat in a stiff breeze, or diving off 
the stern of a yacht ’way out in the 
middle of the ocean, or sauntering 
through the “general store” of the 
small summer resort town wearing 
her riding breeches, silk shirt and 
trim leather bopts with an unaffected 
self-assurance that makes the “na- 
tives” thrill at seeing ‘“‘city folks’ 


goings on!” You see her in any or 
all of these roles make her emanci- 
pation and her creation of a new 


type a matter for applause and com-’ 


mendation. 

And so the American chorus girl 
is the representative, if not indeed 
the pioneer, of this type. Take any 
summer Saturday night after the 
performances in New York. It’s 
either a taxi to Penn station or 
Grand Central, or perhaps her little 
roadster waits at the stage door 
ready for her to jump in, take to the 
road and make the drive to a sum- 
mer resort with dizzy speed. The 
next day, Sunday, findg her ready 
for a full day of fun. 

I was telling a society “bud” once 
about some of the girls in our cho- 
ruses bathing and playing on the 
sands in the hot sun. This debu- 
tante, who was what you might call 
a denizen of the great indoors, was 
horrified beyond words. She looked 
at me, gasped, and finally stuttered: 

“Do you really mean that they 
risk their complexions in the bright 
sun? Doesn’t it just spoil them for 
the stage?” 

Of course this debutante isn’t typ- 
ical of American girlhood, I am 
glad to say—else there would have 
been no beauty boom in the last 
twenty years—but she is typical of 
& great many fussy persons who 
Jon’t realize that fundamental health 
rules are the primary secrets of 
beauty. 


Hair More Important 


Than Complexion. 


Of course gtage beauties play in 
the hot sun. Most certainly they are 
not afraid to get a coat of tan. They 
realize that the natural way of keep- 
ing a good complexion is the surest 
way. But with their hair, it is dif- 
ferent, I am told. I guess you would 
find almost any chorus beauty in 
the country willing to sacrifice a 
new article of apparel for the sake 
of a scalp treatment. I have heard 
of actual cases where chorus girls 
nave taken money saved for a new 
hat and spent it all on two or three 
luxurious shampoos. “Anything to 
make the hair clean and lustrous,” 
is the slogan. I suppose that the 
hair may be truly said to be of much 
more importance to the chorus 
beauty than the complexion.

The re- 
sults were astonishing; 15 per cent 
of the entire space of the publica- 
tions was taken up with pretty girls. 

That is preaching the gospel of 
beauty on a big scale. This mis- 
sionary work for beauty has been 
going on for many years until today 
we really think beauty, talk beauty 
and nearly 100 per cent of our 
American women try to be beauties. 
Little wonder then that we have 
many more beauties on the stage 
today than ever before. 

“How does the beauty of today 
differ from the beauty of the past 
generation’” is a question that I 
am frequently asked. 

Well, twenty and even fifteen 
years ago the public seemed to ad- 
sacrifice of 
nearly every other aécomplishment. 
If a girl was pretty, it was thought 
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And as for the olden beauty cho- 
ruses, too often they did not deserve 
the name at all. It was a tremep- 
dously hard job twenty-five years 
ago to assemble in one chorus 


enough lovely girls to fill the ranks. 
You will remember that I told you 
in a previous article of the necessity 
for sifting down, eliminating, pick- 
ing and choosing our modern cho- 
ruses of forty or fifty, say, from a 
small army of several thousand ap- 
plicants. No such field existed in 
the ’90s, however. The theatrical 
producer of those days never dream- 
ed of such a wonderful level of ex- 
cellence in beauty as is now fre- 
quently presented to the public. The 
alleged chorus beauties of those 
days were very apt to be of the 
heavy plump type, sometimes prety- 
ty, sometimes pert, but rarely beau- 
tiful. 


The Gospel 
Of Beauty. 


I believe that one of the main rea- 
sons why we have had a great beau- 
ty boom is the tremendous publicity 
given to beautiful women -through 
the highly-developed newspaper and 
magazine of today. A friend of 
mine collected some statistics the 
other day. He took 100 prominent 
Sunday newspapers and fifty dif- 
ferent magazines—all published in 
America within the last few months 
—and tabulated the space given to 
pretty girls’ faces and figures. He 
included not only the excellent front 
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enough; she need not have talent. 
Brains were not essential. But to- 
day we demand beauty and brains, 
too, for beauty without intelligence 
is like a picture without perspec- 
tive. ,Everywhere you will find this 
is the case—very often are found 
beauties are writing their own plays 
and songs and scenarios, or produc- 
ing or directing their films. 


City Girls More Beautiful 
Than Country Girls. 


A western critic of my acquaint- 
ance recently raised this interesting 
point regarding beauty: 

“Which produces more beauties— 
country lite or city life?” 

He himself was at first inclined 
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Lillian Russell, famous musical 
comedy beauty of the ’80’s and ’90’s, 
had few rivals. Today, according 
to Ziegfeld, there are a score of 
beauties who are her equals, 


to bélieve that the strain of city 
life, due to the complexities of 
modern existence, would injure 
beauty. He thought that the quiet, 
healthful rural life ought to be con- 
ducive to pulchritude. But. exactly 
the opposite seems to be the case. 

I think that city life aids rather 
than detracts from the beauty of 
modern women. It is true that city 
life puts a strain on feminine beau- 
ty, but it also adds the element of 
competition. Where I have found 
one beauty from the country, I have 
found ten who were reared in the 
city. The city girl, as a rule, has 
mere life and dash in her. She 
gains, by social contact with many 
persons, a charm of manner and 
polish which the country girl rare- 
ly acquires. She has had to meet 
competition in attracting attention. 

Do you remember what the Eng- 
lish said of the relative merits of 
their city and country regiments 
during the war? The London boys, 
reared in the tenements and crowd- 
ed environs of the metropolis, they 
say, proved more aggressive fight- 
ers, displayed more initiative than 
their country cousins. It was attrib- 
uted to the fact that they had been 
thrown into the hard competition of 
city life. I think that the very sams 
thing is true of girls in respect to 
beauty. The city-bred girl will win 
nine times out of ten. 


Brunettes More Reliable 
Than Blondes. 


There is another very interesting 
beauty fact not generally appre- 
ciated by the mublic, and that is

this: Blonde beauties, generally 
speaking, are less reliable than bru- 
nettes. There are many exceptions 
to this rule, of course. Some of the 
finest characters in the world of 
American beauty are very clever 
and may be depended upon for ex- 
cellent work @. all times. But by 
large it is the brunette beauty whoa 
will stick at her job and get ahead, 

Why is this so? 

I think one reason is that many of 
the blonde beauties come from Eu- 
rope or European stock (particularly 
Scandinavian) and are consequent- 
ly imbued with the European atti- 
tude toward a woman’s place in the 
scheme of things. For the blonde of 
this extraction, marriage is often a 
more alluring indycement than a 
career. 

Thus it is that out of two groups 
of beauties—in one, ten blondes; in 
another, ten brunettes—seven bru- 
nettez will be found sticking to their 
work at the end of six months com- 
pared to three or four blondes re 
maining. Asa ruie the brunette beau 
ty possesses not only better staying 
qualities, but has more initiative. It 
is the brunette type who has caught 
the true spirit of the great American 
beauty boom. She has been first 
to learn that beauty plus brains will 
outpoint mere beauty every time. If 
is due largely to her that American 
beauty has not declined, but, on the 
contrary, has increased in strength 
and numbers. 

What great pieces of modern art 
has the chorus beauty inspired? 

Who are the beauties most sought 
for models by the artists?

Edgewood Playground. 

The playground at Edgewood ave- 
nue school from a child’s viewpoint 
is described in this whimsical letter 
sent in by Miss Minnie Womack, 
director: 

“One day nursie led me to a place 
I had never seen before, and when 
I looked around nursie was gone. 
I was almost ready to cry when I 
looked up and saw teacher. She 
took my hand and led me through 
little fairyland. I saw some big 
children plaving with a large ball— 
throwing it over a net.

IVEN a total eclipse of the noonday sun, a 
is thousand African bushmen striving vainly 
io see the light which was not there, and a Meth- 
odist missionary, who has labored long among 
them with little success, and what do you get? 
Why, a grand opportunity for a revival, of 
course. 

This is what actually happened recently at 
Nanna Kru in the jungles of southern Liberia, 
with the Rev. Walter B. Williams, missionary 
for the Board of Foreign Missions of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, officiating. Mr. Williams, 
just returned to this country, tells the story 
modestly, with many a twinkle of his small, keen 
eyes, 

Out in Liberia he is often called the “Little 
Giant,” because of his diminutive stature and 
his big significance. He has been living in Li- 
berian jungles for sixteen years, and is one of 
the most widely known white men along the 
West Coast of the Dark Continent. For, wher- 
ever the robust Kru men go-—-and they travel 
far to the north and south as laborers on trad- 
ing vessels—they carry the fame of the little 
white man of Nanna Kru. 

The exploits of the Rev. Williams are not con 
fined to preaching Gospel and psalm singing. 
He ‘is a red-blooded man with plenty of “sand” 
in his make-up, as well as a gentle spiritual 
leader. So says every native Liberian who comes 


to this country, when asked about Walter B. 
Williams. But details of this side of his activi- 
ties in the jungle were not obtainable from Mr. 
Williams himself. They had to be gleaned else- 
where without hi- knowledge. 

The Little Giant is abort 5 feet 4 inches tall 
and weighs fully 115 pounds. His sharp, alert 
features and deep-set eyes under a rather ex- 
pansive brow give an impression of mingled ag- 
gressivyenes and intellectuality. In Liberia he 
has found play for both tendencies. With his 
little wife, who is of the same general type, he 

.lives most of his ‘if in a tiny tin bungalow on 
the Liberian coast overlooking the broad Atlan- 
tic. The ocean is his front lawn and the Afri- 
can jungle is his back yard. 

When he went there with his bride sixteen 

years ago, Mr. Williams found scant welcome 
from the bushmen of that section of Liberia, al- 
though the Government officials of the little 
black -epublic up in Monrovia had greeted him 
joyously, as they always receive newcomers from 
the United States. But in Liberia, with its 41,000 
square miles of jungle, its 350-mile coast line, 
and: its 2,000,000 population, only a small part 
is'in a state which could he called civilized. 
Only about 35,000 Americo-Liberians maintain 
the: Gevernment, and the remaining 1,965,000 or 
thereabouts are native African bushmen who 
have no use for civilization and have revolted 
many times against the rule of their more en- 
lightened kinsmen. 

During one of these uprisings, the Cabo re- 
volt of 1918, in which it seemed for a while as 
if all civilization would be wiped out and the 
whole area become again an unclaimed jungle, 
Rev. Williams was one of the first marked for 
slaughter. 

Everybody and everything connected with the 
hated civilization was to be destroyed. This in- 
cluded little Mrs. Williams and the entire village 
of Bethany, made up of converts. In the palaver 
hut at Sanpropo, where the uprising had its head- 
quarters: the white man of the jungle was dis- 
cussed and his fate decided on. One big Kru 
chieftain in his bastard English voiced the opin- 
ion of the assembly. 

“White man, he mouth always Gov’nmint 
mouth an’ Liberian mouth. Must have Liberian 
an’ Gov’nmint heart, too. Mouth an’ heart gu 
like. He die all same Liberian.” 

a so it was decided. Accordingly a fleet of 
forty war canoes, filled with big armed bushmen 


led by one of the most desperate of the native 


leaders, set forth for Nanna Kru. 
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- How the Rev. Walter B. Williams Converted a 
Tribe of Jungle Ju-Ju Worshippers Into Metho- 
dists by an Opportune Eclipse of the Sun. 


But something happened that was not in the 
eslculations of the chiefs. They found it was 
one thing to organize a revolt against the hated 
black alien government, as they regarded it, and 
another to plan and execute the murder of an 
unarmed white man and his wife, who were 
known everywhere for their good works to all 
black men whoever they were, bushmen, vil- 
lagers, or government folk. 

Word of the expedition flew across the inter- 
vening leagues of jungle to the mission station. 
Friendly natives carried it in wild haste and 


besought the white people to flee for their lives. 


But these were not ordinary traders, in the 
jungle for the money or other gain to be ac- 
cumulated there. The natives soon learned that. 
It was another strange thing about this little 
couple, whom everybody respected and regarded 
with a curiosity that was almost awe. 

Mr. and Mrs. Williams did more than remain 
at their station to face the coming peril. If 
they had had Liberian and Government “mouth” 
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before, they had it more than ever now. They 
talked and preached and taught loyalty, and the 
weight of their words made the nearby chief- 
tains hesitate on the verge of throwing in their 
lot with the approaching enemies. 

The expedition never reached Nanna Kru. 
The Wassipo tribe refused to take part in it, and 
when the warriors tried to cross their territory 
the whole tribe threatened a counter revolt and 
to fight any one who tried to make trouble in 
any way for the white folk at Nanna Kru. 
Whereupon the Cabo war canoes, facing a peril 
of upsetting the whole cause, decided to spare 
the white couple and turned back to Canpropo. 

For more than a week the mission station ex- 
pected the attack, and a Cabo fishing village 
nearby made hostile demonstrations daily. A 
night raid was the logical thing to expect, but 
it did not come, and Mr. and Mrs. Williams stuck 
at their posts and carried on their duties as if 
nothing were wrong anywhere in Liberia. 

A little later, while the uprising was still un- 
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quelied, although Government soldiers were 
gradually occupying more and more posts, it 
came time for the Rey. Williams to go up the 
river to meet with his native pastors at the out- 
lying stations in the quarterly conferences. He 
set out in a big canoe with his servants, all un- 
rmed, for Setra Kru. On the way they rounded 


a curve and a fleet of war canoes full of war- 


riors swept out to meet them. As they ap- 
proached a Cabo chief shouted to the white man 
tu turn back or suffer the consequences. 

Mr. Williams ordered his paddlers to turn back. 
They returned to Nanna Kru, and the white man 
obtained an escort of soldiers with which to 
force the passage. 

Then the next day they started again for Setra. 
The Cabo canoes swarmed out to meet them and 
a battle took place. For nearly an hour the bul- 
lets flew, but the Cabo warriors were not as 
good shots as the trained soldiers, and they di- 
vided, retreated and dispersed as the Government 
troops steadily bore down upon them. 
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The white man preached comfort and protection to the terrified natives during the total eclipse of the sun. 


Rev. Williams held his quarterly conference at 
Setra and at other places, and the Cabo folk 
made no further serious attempts to annoy him. 

‘Everywhere he went Mr. Williams fearlessly 
talked loyalty, as did his native followers, and 
this course of action also had its effect. Later. 
when the uprising was quelled, the Liberian 
Government at Monrovia presented him with the 
decoration of Knight Official of the Human Or- 
der for the Redemption of Africa, an honor sel- 
dom accorded any white man. The President of 
Liberia declared that the quelling of the Cabo 
revolt was largely the result of Mr. Williams’ 
bold stand. 

At one time Mr. Williams heard that a human 
Sacrifice was to be made at the dedication of a 
certain new Ju-ju house, or temple of devil wor- 
ship, in a jungle village of the interior. He sur- 
prised the natives by appearing at the crucial 
moment. The chiefs and head men were gath- 
ered together in the palaver hut, all of them 
armed with cutlasses or flint-locks, debating a 
few technical points in the ceremony while the 
crowd waited outside. Mr. Williams appeared in 
the middle of the circle of barbaric princes and 
boldly warned them against the murder. He 
caused a small riot in the dignified palaver hut. 
They were going to cut him into little bits for his 
impudence to the Ju-ju, but he stood his ground 
without quailing while the big natives crowded 
about him with wild threats and much brandish- 
ing of cutlasses. The end of it was that they 
compromised on a goat for the sacrifice, and the 
little girl destined for the slaughter was spared. 
The crowd outside tried to mob the little white 
man for robbing them of the main feature of 
their ceremony, but the King himself and his 
bodyguard escorted him to the trail leading back 
to the coast. 

But when the eclipse of the sun came, the 
clfmax of Mr. Williams’ work in Liberia was 
reached. He had labored long among the bush- 
men and the village folk of that region. He had 


Anveighed in vain against the devil worship, or 


Ju-ju, of the natives. Only a few individuals 
here and there listened to him seriously and ac- 
cepted his principles. But the continued repeti- 
tion of his efforts must have had a subconscious 
effect, not to be noticed in ordinary times. 

The eclipse May 29, 1919, which was total in 
that part of the world; brought matters to a 
climax. About noon the sun slowly began to 
disappear and darkness to creep over the earth. 
The natives were terrified. {They sought out the 
Ju-ju house and the devil doctors and begged 
the devil doctors to save the sun and the world 
from destruction. But the appalling phenome- 
non continued. Then they bethought them of the 
white man and his all-powerful God, and the 
crowd ran up the hill to the little mission house. 
shouting “Konyo Jehovah, Konyo!” (Good morn.- 
ing, Lord, good morning). They gathered about 
the white couple, whom they found calmly ob- 
serving the eclipse through some pieces of 
smoked glass. The twilight deepened, and the 
crowd grew wilder in its terror despite the as- 
surances of the missionary. 

Louder and louder rose the cries of the na- 
tives, and louder rose the comforting voice of 
the missionary. Very naturally he preached 
them a sermon on the promises of protection in 
the Christian creed. They listened as they never 
had listened before. 

And the sun came gradually back, as the mis- 
sionary had told them it would. 

Instead of a wild orgy before the Ju-ju houss 
in honor of the return of light, they had a re- 
vival—a regular old-fashioned Methodist affair, 
impromptu parts and all. The missionary con- 
verted over a hundred who had been -wavering 
before, and baptized 300 more, a greater crop of 
souls than was ever gathered in any of his pre- 
vious years of labor. 

When the revival was over, some days later, 
the new Christians looked at the tribal Ju-ju 
house with vengeful eyes, and one night a small 
army of them burned it to the ground with ap- 
propriate torchlight processions and other cere- 
monies. That same week the Governor of the 
region ordered all the Ju-ju houses or temples 
in all the towns destroyed, and seven days after 
the eclipse not a single one was left in a town 
or village in the whole section. 

Ang now the bushmen who live far back in the 
jungle, who have not yet relinquished their be- 
lief in the power of Ju-ju, are decidedly “sore” 
at the townfolk who destroyed all the main tem- 
ples. The neat little Methodist churches that 
are taking their places do not accord with the 
bushmen’s preconceived notions. Especially do 
they object to the church that stands on the lit- 
tle knoll in Nanna Kru where the tribe used w 
bury the heads of their enemies taken in battle 
with Ju-ju ceremonies of a very inspirationai 
nature. But the native Christians unceremo- 
niously flung the skulls and jaw-bones away 
when they dug them up while making the foun- 
dations. And the remainder of the buried heads 
they let lie in innocuous desuetude while they 
sing good Methodist hymns in the new temple 
built over them.

Thomson, Ga., September 10.—

Johnson’s nomination to recorder- 
ship of deeds for the District of 
Colum'bia. 

When Johnson's nomination was 
officially received by the senate, 
the junior senator from Georgia 
asked that it be delayed unti] he 
could procure transcripts of rec- 
ords of Fulton = superior § court 
showing Johnson’s disqualification 
for any office of public trust. 

Records Filed. 

These records were received by 
Senator Watson and he filed them 
wits the District committee be- 
fore which the Johnson nomination 
was pending. He also filed with 
the committee an interview from 
Johnson published in a negro paper 
of Baltimore, tn which the negro 
politician stated that he would pre- 
fer to live by himself “in hell than 
to live with Tom Watson in 
heaven.” 

In addition to these, the senator 
filed protests from white women 
who. are employed by the office to 
which Johnson was nominated by 
President Harding. 

Reverses Action. 

The senate committee for the 
District of Columbia, to which was 
referred .the nomination of John- 
son, to be recorder of deeds of the 
District, has decided to recommend 
to the full committee that the nom- 
ination be rejected. 

Some weeks ago the nomination 
of Johnson was favorably reported 
to the senate from the committee 
perfunctorily. Within a day or 
two protests were filed and the 
nomination was sent back to the 
committee for investigation of 
charges. 

The statement was made yester- 
day that searching investigation of 
the charges set forth in the affi- 
davits caused the subcommit-ee to 
reach the unanimous decision to 
report anfavorably on the nomina- 
tion. 


MANY MEET DEATH 
~ AS BRIDGE FALLS 
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Between 25 and 30 Drown- 
ed or Crushed in Murky 
Waters of Chester River, 
Pennsylvania. 


September 10.—Be- 
tween 25 and 30 persons were 
drowned or crushed to death, and 
more than a score of others were 
injured here tonight when the foot- 
pathofthe Third street bridge over 
Chester river collapsed. The dead 
and intured were part of a crowd 
of 4 pproximately seventy-five per- 
pons that had gathered on the 
structure to watch the efforts of 
policein grappling forthe body of 
a 5-year-old boy who had owned 
a half hour before. Many of the

dead are women and children. The 
pridge was an old-fashioned struc- 
ture 90 feet iong, and cleared the 
water by about twenty feet. It 
earried two trolley tracks across the 
stream, and had one footpath.

An hour and a half after the 
collapse, more than twenty bodies 
had been removed to the morgue.

All available police and firemen 
were symmoned for the work of res- 
cue, and searchlights were pro- 
vided from nearby plants.

Planned by Labor 


Nation-Wide Program for 
Peace Campaign Set for 
Armistice Day. 


Washington, September 10.—Plans 
for a nation-wide demonstration 
Armistice day under the leadership 
of organized labor “in support of 
the purpose underlying the inter- 
national conference on the limita- 
tion of armament” were announced 
today at headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. Central 
unions in every community have 
been asked to organize parades and 
mass meetings on that day when the 


international conference begins its 
deliberations. 7 

“It is planned,” the announce- 
ment said, “to unite all civic i 
trade union auxiliaries, 
ganizations, women's clubs and, in 
fact, all organizations interested 
in civic affairs and of a progres- 
Sive character in the great effort.” 

To Back Government. 

The purpose of the demonstra- 
tions, as expressed in the communi- 
cation sent by President Samuel 
Gompers to the central unions, is 
“backing up our government in its 
leadership toward disarmament and 
giving courage and determination 
to the American representatives in 
the international commission.” 

The plan goes beyond the armi- 
Stice demonstrations, the announce- 
ment said, and looks to continuing 
the movement in such fashion “as 
to bring to the support of the (in- 
ternational) conference a constant 
expression of American public opin- 
ion” during the deliberations in 
Washington. A memorial! to the in- 
ternational gathering urging re- 
duction of armament and the set- 
tlement of international] disputes 
without resort to arms will be for- 
warded by the federation for adop- 
tion by each Armistice day mass 
meeting. 

Declared Practical. 

“"The time has come to disarm’ 
is the slogan,” said President Gom- 
pers’ letter to the central union. 
“The hour has struck to make good 
our faith in democracy, to bring 
success to the great constructive 
movement in which labor has ever 
been the leader.

ENGINEER DIES | 


IN WASHOUT. 

Dallas, Texas, September 10.— 
High winds and heavy rains, which 
ewept south Texas late yesterday 
and early today in one of the most 
severe storms in several years, 
causing property danage of thou- 
sands of dollars and injury to many 
persons, had subsided late today, 
according to reports received here. 

Only one fatality, that of Brake- 
man Wagner, who was killed near 
Noonan in the wreck of the South- 
ern Pacific No. 227, has been re- 
ported as resulting directly from 
the storm, excluding the persons, 
who were killed in the flood at San 
Antonio. The train, a mixed pas- 
senger and freight, was derailed 
early today when it plunged into a 
washont between San Antonio and 
Fagle Pass. The engineer and fire- 
man of the train were injured. None 
of the passengers was hurt. 

Near Austin, property damage es- 
timated at $150,000 was caused; and 
eight persons were injured by a 
tornado and cloudburst late today. 
wing to demoralized telephone and 
elegraph service it has been im- 
possible to estimate tne damage 
wrought in several towns within a 
radius of fifteen or twenty miles of 
Austin. ' 

Rain Follows Wind. 


Hardly had the force of the tor- 
nado spent itself in the sparsely- 
eettled, outlying districts of Aus- 
tin when a heavy fall of rain be- 
gan. The torrent soon filled the 
streets, flooding stores and build- 
ings. 

During the twenty-four hours 
ending at 7 a. m. today, 18:3 inches 
of rain fell at Austin, the federal 
weather observer announced, the 
greatest precipitation for that 
length of time ever reported there. 

All trains from Austin to San 
Antonio and Dallas are held up. 
Kailroad officials expressed belief 
that service could not be resumed 
before tomorrow. Highways lead- 
a to the capital are impossible. 

eports from Cameron, south of 
Waco, said that Little river there 
had broken its banks, causing much 
havoc, the damage being confined 
Principally to crops. The Santa Fe 
railroad trestle over Little river was 
washed away, the advice added. 
Rain totaling 11.45 inches, fell there.

Service be- 
tween these points cannot be re- 
sumed before tomorrow, it was said. 

The pontoon bridge across the Rio 
Grande between Laredo, Texas, and 
Neuvo Laredo, Mexico, was destroy- 
ed by flood waters. At Georgetown 
and vicinity fourteen inches of rain

Governor Hardwick 
Names Commission, and 
Investigation Will Get 
Under Way Monday. 


Investigation of the cause of the 
Wreck on the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad, six miles out 
of Atlanta last Wednesday. will be 
made Monday morning by a special 
commission appointed Saturday by 
Governor Thomas W. Hardwick. 
Members of the commission named 
by the governor are C. M,. Candler, 
chairman of the state reilroad com- 
mission, chairman; William T. 
Turner, master mechanic of the 
Georgia railroad. and Woods Hud- 
son, general superintendent of the 
Georgia Car and Locomotive Co. 

The commission Was appointed to 
probe the possible causes of the 
wreck to determine whether dyna- 
mite was used in destruction of the 
locomotive and wrecking of the 
train in which Engineer J. T. Mor- 
ris, of Fitzgerald, lost his life and 
several members of the train crew 
were seriously injured. The gov- 
ernor named the commission after 
conferring with Colonel B. L. Bugg, 
receiver of the railroad: Reuben R. 
Arnold, attorney representing the 
line; Carl Hutcheon and a delega- 
tion from the Machinists’ Interna- 
tional union representing organized 
labor. 

The commission will meet at 11 
o’clock Monday morning in the of- 
fice of Chairman Candler. The 
members will then go to the scene 
of the wreck and will investigate 
the physica] facts in connection 
with the wrecking of the train. 
The commission has no legal stand- 
ing, according to Governor Hard- 
wick and will conduct its investi- 
gation ‘“‘to inform the public” of 
the causes of the disaster.

The advances in cotton have given 
the farmers unexpected additional 
revenue, and they have at their dis- 
posal, through the member banks 


funds to market their crop in an 
orderly manner..

corporation was once more in a 
position to be discontinued. 

- Not Warranted by Conditions. 

Governor McCord was question- 
ed rejative to these reports. Al- 
though admitting that undoubtedly 
there has been a great improvement 
in business conditions, he declared 
it would be impossible for the body 
to cease functioning at any early 
date, as conditions do not warrant 
such action. 

The question naturally arises as 
to when will the emergency cor- 
poration be discontinued. While 
Mr. McCord would not discuss the 
subject, it wag pointed out by fi- 
nanciers that with the corporation 
extending its finances on such a 
large scale and planning a 'contin- 
vance of such a program, accord- 
ing to indications, it would be im- 
possible for it to conclude its busi- 
ness within the next several years. 

If export corporations of the na- 
tion are to be established firmly 
with American capital, as the 
emergency body has outlined, it 
would seem that it is planning to 
remain in operation for four. or 
five years, according to those well- 
informed on the subject.

Resolutions adopted at the organ- 
ization meeting outline the scope 
of the committee’s activities ac- 
knowledge “the responsibility of 
sharing with all good citizens the 


duty of emphasizing and perpetu- 
ating the ideals of our fathers in 
the founding of this commonwealth 
in ‘wisdom, justice and modera- 
tion.’” Then follows ¢he appeal! to 
the public at large to uphold pub- 
lic officials in the discharge of 
their duties, “to recognize the forces 
which are undermining Our life, and 
to speedily banish self constituted 
groups and agencies which  pre- 
sume to usurp authority, set aside 
the dignity of the law and consti- 
tute themselves the prosecutors, 
jurors, judges and executors of sus- 
pected criminals.” 
No Extenuation for Crime. 

“We have a deep venae of apPre- 
ciation for the chivalry Sf men who 
would give their lives for the pur- 
ity and safety of women,’ they 
state; “yet we feel constrained to 
declare our convictions concerring 
the methods sometimes employed in 
this supposed protection. We find 
in Our hearts no extenuationu for 
crime, be it violation of woman- 
hood, mob violence or the illegal 
taking of human life. 
_ “We are convinced that if there 
Is any one crime mdodre* dangerous 
than another, it is that crime which 
strikes at the root of, and under- 
mines constituted authority, breaks 
all laws and restraints of oiviliza- 
tion, substitutes mob violence and 
maskea irresponsibility for estab- 
lished justice and deprives society 
of a sense of protection against 
barbarism. ‘ 

“Therefore, 


we believe that no 


falser appeal can be made to south- 
ern manhood than that mob vryio- 
lence is necessary for the protection 
of womanhood, or that the brutal 


| practice of lynching and burning of 
[human beings is an expression of 


chivalry. We believe that these 
methods are no protection to any- 
thing or anybody, but that they 
jeopardize every right and every 
security that we possess. 

“The double standard of morals 
which society passively pérmits % 
rapidly producing results that im- 
peril the future integrity of our 
national life and we are persuad- 
ed that this problem can never be 
solved aS long as there is a douwbie 
Standard for men and women of 
any race. We appeal for the crea- 
tion of a public sentiment which 
will no longer submit to this con- 
dition and declare ourselves for the 
protection of womanhood of what- 
ever race. 

“We are convinced that if there 
is ever to be a solution of the race 
problem there must be an inten- 
sive and sustained campaign to in- 
struct whites and negroes to re- 
spect both moral and civil law. 
Therefore, we recommend that all 
people give themselves to a definite 
study of these vital matters relat- 
ing to justice and righteousness 
and that the press, pulpit, platform 
and school endeavor to lead pub- 
lic thought in bringing about a 
state of public opinion that will 
feompel the protection of the purity 
of both races.” 

Further recommendations madein 


subcommittees on negro 
churches, schools and homes, fpr 
the study of conditions as they 
now exist so as to arrive at a more 
accurate knowledge of their needs 
and so as to better understand the 
responsibilities Gevolving upon the 
committee. 

The resolutions were presented 
by a committee composed of Mes- 
dames :Inman, McDougal, McEach- 
ern, Neel, Phipps, Matthews and 
Davis, and were unanimously adopt- 
ed by the nineteen members of the 
committee who were present.

As 
a eupervisor of this division we 
have secured the services,Of.a man 
with a lifetime training in .evéry 
phase of the cotton seed and oil 
mill business. This service will be 
entirely free, and will .be. extended 
to every shipper or producer, pr 
group of producers, who will 
as much as a carioad of seed. 
Oil Content Controls, 
ig well recognized in the cot- 
ton seed industry, that the price 
paid for -seed is controlled, by its 
, cll content. It is established by 
experience that cotton seed varies 
in oil content from 37 to 47 @al- 
long per ton. The majority of seed 
in Georgia is bought dy the milis 
on a meam average of from 40 tw 
41 gallons of oil per ton. Thus it 
will be seen uSually the seller of 
seed containing 4: gallons of oil 
would not receive any more for his 
seed than would the seller of seed 

eontaining 37 Salton. although on 

the present market price of oil the 
seed of 47 gallons content would 
be worth #6 per ton more than those 
of 37 gallons. 

“The oj] mill Industry is one of 
the most important in the south, 
and has drawn into its service some 
of the best and most brilliant minds 
of the south.

Prisoners were under guard. 


Dublin, September: 10.—(By he 
Associated Press.)—The Irish _ re- 
Publican cabinet was in session iate 
tonight. It is expected that J. C. 
Barton, the Sinn Fein envoy. will 
leave for Inverness tomorrow night, 
certainly before Wednesday's meet- 
ing of the Dail Wireann. 

This is teken to indicate that the 
Dail Eireann will accept Premier 
Lloyd-George’s invitation to a con- 
ference and that the meeting of the 
Dail Eireann has been summoned 
to indorsé the plenipotentiaries. 

A tunnel. requiring many weeks 
to construct was employed Thurs- 
day night in effecting the escape 
of some fifty interned Sinn Feiners 
from Curragh internment camp in 
county. Kildare where about 1.500 
The 
camp is surrounded by several rows 
of barbed wire entanglements and 
heavily guarded by soldiers. The 
Prisoners built the tunnel under the 
barbed wire, using some of the 
flooring of their huts- for props. 
The most difficult part was to elude 
the guard, This was done by creat- 
ing a diversion Thursday evening. 
Numerous prisoners gave songs and 
recitations which received great ap- 
plause both from other interned 
men and, it is said, from the guard. 
While this was proceeding between 
forty and fifty men passed through 
the tunnel and have not been seen 
since. 

Pleads For Prisoners. 


Michael Collins, of the Irish re- 
publican army, made an address to- 
day at a Gaelic fete at Rathfarn- 
ham on behalf of-the fund for de- 
pendents of republican prisoners, 
Richard Mulcahy, chief of staff, 
and other republican leaders were 
on the platform. 

Mr. Collins said 3,200 Irishmen 
were interned, 1,500 serving sen- 
tences and about 1,000 against whom 
no charges had been made public. 
Fifteen thousand persons depending 
on the earnings of these men must 
be supported. 

He charged ill-treatment of the 
prisoners. One man, he declared, 
had been brutally ill-treated at 
Bandon by four officers of the reg- 
ulars. two of whom had met ‘a 
just fate since.’ Cheers greeted 
this statement. 

“At this time.” said Mr. Collins, 
“there is no excuse for Keeping 
those prisoners at all. Every one of 
us iS more guilty, because these 
men only obeyed orders, and if it 
is «ight that we should be abroad, 
it is wrong that they should be in 


o0," 


Confirms Escape. 


He urged the appointment of an 
impartial body from the English 
and Irish governments to obtain fair 
treatment of prisoners in accord- 
ance with the status to which they 
were entitled. He incidentally con- 
firmed the reported escape of some 
forty men interned at Curragh, say- 
ing 

“This is the first time prisoners 
have escaped without co-operation 
from the outside, Ww hich would be a 
breach of the truce,’ 

He concluded with emphasis: 

“Trish freedom is coming, not be- 
cause of any action of our enemies 
or for anv hope they hold out, but 
» -ause of the strength of our posi- 
tion; because of the mén who have 
died for Ireland and because of the 
mén who ‘are still prepared ‘to die 
for Ireland and who will not stop 
until Irish freedom is secured.”

New York, September 10—From 
now on until the directors of the 
Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific meet this month to act on 
the quarterly dividends more dils- 
cussion will be heard both in and 
out of Wall street regarding rail- 
way dividends’ as a whole. Great 
Norther has on its board such men 
as Louis W. Hill, Seward Prosser, 
president of the Bankers’ Trust 
company: A. Barton Hepburn, one 
of the best known and most con- 
servative bankers in the country. 
Northern Pacific’s board includes 
George F. Baker. Jr., of the First 
National bank: J. P. Morgan, and 
his partner, Thomas W. Lamont. 
Whatever Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific do in the way of 
deciarine dividends this month is 
likely tobe followed bv the direc- 
tore of other larwe railroads. 

If the directors of the Hill roads 
base their dividend action On the 
actual] returns for the year to date 
there is no question what wil! hap- 
Dividends will be réduced, if 
Only recentiv Great 
Northern reported for the seven 
months of the vear an oner ts 
deficit of $538,000 with Northern 
Pacific reporting an operating def- 
icit of $860,000. This means that 
hare operating expenses were not 
earned. Then after these expenses 
comes fixed interest charzes and 
then dividends. Great Northern’s an- 
nual fixed charges run around $19.- 
900.000, and it takes over $17,009,000 
to pay the 7 per cent dividend on 
the outstanding stock. Northern Pa- 
eific’s annual fixed charges are 
over $17,000,000, and its annual 
dividend requirements call for an- 
other $17,900,000. 

Thus it is plain that if the direc- 
fors act on current earntngs alone 
when thev meet this monih the 
quarteriy 1 3-4 per cent dividends 
will not be declared.

Neo Eariy Return. 


It is not to be expected that the 
earning power of these companies, 
or any others, wiil return in the 
immediate future to the basis of 
1917. However, the July state- 
ments recently published show that 
the corner for the better has been 
turned. And until more ground 
Fas been recovered, raiiroads like 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 
Union and Southern Pacific, Atchi- 
son. Illinois Central, Louisville, At- 
lantic Coast Line, Norfolk & West- 
ern, Pennsylvania, New York Cen- 
tral, have a great deal of accumu- 
fated fat upon which they can live. 

Take the two roads under dis- 
cussion. At the close of last year, 
that is on December 31, 1920, Great 
Northern had a profit and loss sur- 
plus of no less than $83,310,000, to 
say nothing of the $39,374,000 of 
surplus earnings over and above 
dividends that had been spent on 
improvements and betterments 
properly chargeable to capital ac- 
count. On the same day Northern 
Pacific had a profit and 10ss sur- 
plus of $158,854,000, with the bal- 
ance sheet showing $15,548,000 of 
suprlus earnings spent for improve- 
ments and betterments which might 
have been charged and still can be 
charged to capital account, thus re- 
imbursing the treasury for. the 
money so spent. 

In the new transportation act 
congress encourages the _ railroads 
to build up a profit and loss sur- 
plus for the purpose of paying un- 
earned interest and dividends dur- 
ing lean periods, thereby maintain- 
ing their credit. Great Northern 
and the Northern Pacific and other 
railroads with a large accumulated 
surplus, have been paying’ unearn- 
ed dividends from surplus for the 
past year, Or ever Since the gov- 
ernment guarantee of net income 
ended on September 1, 19820. If 
the directors saw fit to keep on 
paying unearned dividends out of 
the accumulated surplus during all 
of the months that current earn- 
ingS were going against them, it 
would seem that they would be jus- 
tified in continuing this policy now 
that the change for the better in 
earning has come. Great Northern, 
the Northern Pacifie and the other 
roads named have a profit and loss 
surplus from which unearned divi- 
dends could be paid for months if 
not years to come. 

Another Point. 


But there is one point which so 
far has not been mentioned that

Whirlpool of Materialism. 

At nineteen years of age—in 1894 
~-f entered the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology in Boston. 
Although this institution hag prob- 
ably changed much since those 
days, it Was then like some other 
larwe educational institutions, a 
whirlpoo] of materialism. Although 
to many of the professors, 1 look 
back with profound reSpect, vet the 
weneral atmosphere of the institu- 
tion was distinctly materialistic. 
Religion in all its forms was en- 
tirely omitted from the curriculum, 
and the influence of the place was 
ulmost to undermine, rather than 
to strenethen, the spiritual side of 
the students. 1 was influenced not 
simply by this institution, but also 
Syxmy friends at Harvard and other 
places ©«* learning with which I 
came i} ontact. Even the teach- 
ing of philosophy, ethics, and eco- 
nomics seemed in those days to be 
purely from the material point of 
view. 

Whether or not it was the result 
of these four years at college, the 
fact nevertheless remains, that dur- 
ing these four years my religious 
enthusiasm and interest slowly but 
constantly waned. When graduat- 
ing in 1898, my fnterest in the 
church was at a low ebb. I was 
critical of preachers and creeds. 
Had it not been for the earnest so- 
licitation of my wife. to whom I 
was then engaged to be married, I 
would have withdrawn from the 
church altogether and had my mem- 
bership canceled, She, however, with 
her usual] good sense, urged me to 
be patient, for which I have al- 
ways been duly thankful. 

My First Work. 


I graduated in 1898 as a civil 
engineer, and, during the summers 
at college, had been doing engneer- 
ing work in connection with the 
building of highways. But I great- 
lv preferred work of a statistical 
nature rather than general engi- 
neering. Hence, upon graduation, 
tT secured a position through an 
experfence already described. in the 
statistical department of a_ Boston 
bond house. Later I became in- 
terested with another man 
formation of another bond 
While workine with the 
was taken ill in 1901. 

This made it necessary first for 
me to go west and later for me to 
live on Wellesley Hills, doing ail of 
my work out of doors. This illness 
forced me to start the statistical 
work which has lately developed to 
such large proportiens. These cir- 
oumstances compelled me to devote 
my time exclusively in Wellesley 
fille to the study of statistics for 
a few banking houses that permit- 
ted me to do a part of their statis- 
tical work. 

Converted by Statistics. 
The physical rest, forced upon m6 


house.

me-'opened my eyes. 


my interest in. religion 
I again became active 
in chura@h work, and my old reli- 
gious enthusiasm returned. But 
this time I was converted by statis- 
tics rather than by the appeals of 
an evangelist. Thus my present 
condition realiy dates from 1902 
rather than from 1894, although I 
doubtless owe much to Evangelist 
Munhal] who broke the ground. 
Yes, I was reconverted by statis- 
tics, and no man who- earnestly 
studies the figures which come to 
my desk could fail to be converted 
likewise. Let me give a few illus- 
trations, 
Missionary vs. Explorer. 


Like other young men I had been 
taught economics of materialism; 
namely, that everything comes from 
“land and labor.’ The study of 
Statistics, however, indicated this 
to be true. Statistics, however, 
showed that there was just as much 
land and natural resources in this 
country a thousand yéars ago as 
there is today, but it was unde- 
veloped. It waited for Christianity 
and the teachings of integrity, 
faith, and serivee before men were 
willing to do more than was neces- 
sary to fill their daily needs. 

China has greater natural re 
sources than the United States, and, 
moreover, has far greater available 
labor; and yet, where is China to- 
day? China has the “land and 
labor” but it lacks the _ religion 
which supplies the inspiration to de- 
velop and make the most of the Iand 
and Iahor, Statistics show that the 
orthodox teaching of economics is 
wrong and cannot stand the test 
of .history. Civilization has been 
built upon three fundamentals; 
namely, land, labor, and Chrtstian- 
ity. What the spark is to the air 
and gas in the cyinder of an en- 
gine, that is Christianity. to the 
land° and labor about which we 
hear so much. 

Some lectures on political econo- 
my refer to the missionary in sar- 
castic terms as‘the one who blazes 
the trail for sale of rum and the 
spreading of unspeakable diseases. 
Statistics. however, teach that not- 
withstanding the rum and unspeak- 
able diseases, the civilization of ev- 
ery nation dates from the coming 
to it of the missionaries. Then and 
only then were the natives willing 
to consider something besides the 
satisfaction of their own material 
wants. Then and onlv then were 
they willing to respect the rights and 
property of others. Then and only 
then was it possible to develop the 
credit system upon which civiliza- 
tion is based. Yes, I am a great 
admirer of the missionary. I am 
very enthusiastic over the Chris- 
tianitv that the missionary preach- 
es. Statistics of every nation and 
community indicate that Christiani- 
ty is the foundation of “making 
good.” 

Invention ws. Inspiration. 

Economics to teach that we owe 
civilization to the {inventors, to 
the bankers who finance the in- 
ventions, and to the captains of 
industry who. manufacture them. 
Yet, wherever illustrations of the 
world’s greatest inventions are 
given, movable tyne is mentioned 
as one of the most important. But 
What do statistics show in con- 
nection with the develonment of the 
art of printing? They teach that 
movable type was invented by the 
Chinese three thousand years ago. 
when they invented the compass and 
many other things which are in uni- 
versal use today. but of which no 
practical use was made until with- 
in the last century. 
made no use of these things because 
thev were interested only in filling 
their own bellies. Phey had no pas- 
sion to serve or to teach. ne de- 
sire to develop or gospelize. 

The use of movable type lav dor- 
mant until the time of the reforma- 
tion. when men became eager to 
read the Bible. It was the de- 
mand for the Bible which develoned 
the printing industry. as the Bible 
was the first book of any impnor- 
tance set with movable type. Sta- 
tistics show that the same thing 
is true of the arts and sclences. 
The great paintings were not ex- 
ecuted for commercial purnoses, as 
is the art of today. bunt rather 
to spread the gospel of the Scrin- 
tures end the writings of its teach- 
ers. The renaissance was due to 
the fact thet tha neonle of Fnrope 
were on fire with the ideals of 
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Christianity, and a desire to de of 
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The Chinese 


mathematics and nearly all of the 
arts and sciences were born with- 
in-the-walls of some monastery by 
monks fired, with the spirit of Jesus. 

Not only are inventions dormant 
until put to use by men and women 
inspired by Christianity, but inven- 
tions which are put to use by oth- 
ers become only a source of destruc- 
tion. In the early days of the aero- 
plane, we had long, eloquent arti- 
cles on its mighty possibilities; but 
how was it first used? It was not 
used to carry the Bible, but fell 
into the hands of a materialistic na- 
tion. The aeroplane was first used 
to bomb schoolhouses, murder inno- 
cent people, and destroy whole com- 
munities. Without the gospel, in- 
ventions become a source of destruc- 
tion instead of a blessing. 

Statistics show that the popular 
textbooks on economics are fund&- 
mentally lacking in their diagnosis 
of national and industrial growth. 
Inventions, credit and all of these 
things of which we learn in eco- 
nomics are nothing in themselves.. 
Furthermore, thev can become de- 
structive as well as constructive. 
Statistics teach that the important 
thine is the inspiration of Chris- 
tianitvy, which both causes these 
economic forces to be utilized and 
also determines the purposes for 
which they are to be utilized. 

What Is “Making Geod.” 

Statistics were not my only 
teacher during those later years. 
Statistics alone were not responsi- 
ble for bringing me back into the 
church and making me again strive 
for the better tnings. Personal re- 
lationshinps occurred during these 
same years when I was studying 
the statistics which made a deep 
impression upon me. Just a few il- 
lustrations: 

The man who gave me my first 
position, when he was at the head 
of one of the largest bond houses 
in America, soon failed and became 
penniless. Not only did he lose his 
money, but he lost his wife and baby. 
1 feel grateful to this man, not 
onivy for starting me out in busi- 
ness, but also for teaching me the 
lesson, that making good in busi- 
ness is something besides the ac- 
quiring of a large fortune which 
may be swept away at any time. 

The second and only other man for 
whom I ever worked became in- 
volved, unfortunately. in the selling 
of some forged bonds of a Massa- 
chusettes town. Although I believe 
him to have been the unfortunate 
victim of circumstances, he, never- 
theless, was convicted and servea a 
term in state prison. ; 

But. this was not all. The man 
who first loaned me a dollar, who 
was then treasurer of one of Bos- 
ton’s trust companies and to wnom 
I looked up as a fine example 
among the young men who had 
made good in business, resigned 
from the bank to head a stock ex- 
change firm. Later he became in- 
volved in some unfortunate trans- 
actions and was sent to Sing Sing 
for a term. , 

Although these men 
friends of mine, the 
made a great impression 
as well as upon them. These ex- 
periences taught me that there is 
something to making good in busi- 
ness as well as to making good in 
life that is not taught in colleges 
and universities. These men had 
made good in the eves of the pub- 
Ne, but they had not made gooa 
in the real sense of the word. More- 
over, they themselves are glad to- 
day to have me emphasize the fact 
to the young men of this generation. 


Unnoticed Success. 


While I was seeing these men rise 
to financial heights and then fall, 
I was meeting other men who were 
not looked upon by the community 
as successful business men, but who 
were truly successful and who were 
truly making good. They were not 
only getting a comfortable livirnegs, 
but they were enjoying that health. 
happiness, peace and joy which 
comes from living as God intended 
we should live. 

have in mind Frank A. Bridg- 
man, who is clerk of the -Massachu- 
setts house of representatives, and 
with whom I boarded in those early 
days; also Robert A. Wood, the head 
of South End house, a cOllege set- 
tlement, where I spent a year dur- 
ing those critica] times: and finally 
Leroy D. Peavey, a classmate of 
mine at Technology, who has been 
associated with me ever since and 
who is now vice president of the. 
Babson Statistica] organization. : 

Of these latter men you may never 
have heard; they never enjoyed the 
wealth, power or prestige of those 
financial] geniuses whom I at one 
time worshipped. But where these 
financial Feniuses rose to. the 
heights, only to be mown down. so 
these others have slowly but steadi- 
ly climbed, have ‘been a credit to 
their families and their communt- 
ties, aS well as a source of inspira- 
tion to all who knew: them, 


Winning Money, But 


Ogce I went into the stock market 
and chased ‘quarters and eighths,” 
but only lost money in the process; 
then I became interested in the long 
swing and madg large profits 
through buying during panics and 
selling during booms, keeping out 
of the market during the rest of 
the time. I. soon found that al- 
though playing these long swings 
won for me money, it won for me 
nothing else. Like many other men 
I have not learned that there is 
nothing of permanent value in any 
of the material things. Land, build- 
ings,’ railnoads, steamships, 
Stores, merchandise—al! of these 
things are of value only as they 
help us make good in the true sense 
of the word. By making good in 
the true sense, I refer to acquiring 
health, happiness, joy, and peace 
Which comes only through attempt- 
ing to follow Jesus of Nazareth. 

A story is told in one of the old 
Sea coast towns of New England 
that made a great impression on 
me in my boyhood days. I tie 
heard it in the early nineties. Hav- 
ing been brought up near the 
ocean, going to sleep every night 
and waking every morning to the 
sound of the waves lapping on the 
beach, the story appealed to me. 
Moreover, aS every winter we would 
have four or five shipwrecks off the 
shore of Gloucester. I Knew what 
the story meant. Every shipwreck 
has a great human interest wrape- 
ped about it, and this one is espe- 
cially appealing. 

There were two boys” named 
Brown; they were brothers. The 
mother had died with tuberculosis 
when the children were young. The 
father was a sea captain, one of 
the best of the town, but he was 
lost when the boys were fourteen 
and sixteen years of age, respec- 
tively. They, however, lived to- 
wether in their three rooms, did 
their own cooking and housework, 
and went to school.

New York, September 10.—Appre- 
hensions of further crop damage as 
a result of the heavy rains reported 
in south Texas led toa further and 
sensationally rapid recovery in the 
cotton market here today. Near 
months were again relatively strong 
and October contracts which had 
sold off from 21.50, the high record 
of last Wednesday, to 18.00 on Thurs- 
day, advanced to 21.45 this morning 
or 190 points above last night's 
closing quotation, and within 10 
points of the maximum permitted 
for the day. 

Other months sold 95 to 162 points 
net higher, but there was a general 
effort to secure profits and heavy 
southern hedge selling, which caus- 
ed sharp breaks in the last half 
hour and the close was barely 
steady, although last prices still 
showed net gains of 25 to 129 
points. December contracts sold at 
21.45, making an advance of over 
2 cents per pound from Thursday's 
low level, and a recovery to within 
35 points of the high price touched 
on the crest of the recent bull move- 
ment. 

The market was irregular at the 
opening advance of 22 to bo points 
and eased a few points right after 
the call under realizing by some of 
resterday's late buyers.

The 
branded trade marked lines of 
sheets, pillow cases, bleached mus- 
lins, percales, and manv other cot- 
tons are- yet to be revised on the 
hiwher price levels. In the mean-

Manufacturers have not been able 
to buy spot cotton on the levels 
quoted in speculative centers, and 
have been unable to make firm 
prices on goods to be made. There 
is much questioning among mer- 
chants and jobbers as to thelr abil- 
ity to sel] as freely as they have 
been doing after prices are ad- 
vanced and .only a.test of the sit- 
uation following stability ‘in cot- 
ton will relieve the market tension.

ZIONIST CONGRESS 


TQ ADJOURN TODAY 


Leaders of World Move- 

ment Well Satisfied 
With Work Done Dur- 
ing Sessions. 


Carlsbad, Czecho-Slovakia, Sep- 
tember 10.--(By the Associated 
Press.)—As the world Zionist con- 
gress today drew near to the close 
of its sessions here, with final aa- 
,;ournment due tomorrow, leaders 
of the organizaticn expressed. sat- 
isfaction over the great amount of 
work accomplished through discus- 
sions of the Zionist movement car- 
ried out in open debate. 

To the Associated Press. corre- 
spondent, Dr. Chayim Weizmann, 
head of the world Zionist organi- 
zation, said that one of the most 
striking features of the sessions 
had been the growth of the move- 
ment for the Jewish homeland in 
Palestine. At the last congress 
200,000 -Zionists were represented, 
he said, while this meeting repre- 
sents “nearly one million. shekel- 
payers.’ Particularly gratifying, he 
said, was the growth of the move- 
ment among the Jewish youth of 
all countries. 

He emphasized the presence of a 
great number of business men as 
bringing to the movement the ex- 
perience of practical men of af- 
fairs. 

“The items on our program,” said 
Dr, Weizmann, ‘‘which met with the 
greatest approval were those con- 
cerning a large land purehase in 
Gallilee and the scheme for inten- 
sive colonization on small holdings. 
The Palestine commission is now 
working out plans for the realiza- 
tion of this scheme. The congress 
also decided to establish a mort- 
gage bank in Palestine and other 
credit institutions, while the Jew- 
ish colonial trust will be trans- 
formed into a central financial in- 
stitution of the movement and will 
direct all its economic undertak- 
ings. ae 

“The two chief political problems, 
which the congress faced were the 
attitude of the Palestine govern- 
ment and our relations with the 
Arab population in Palestine. De- 
spite the undoubted good will and 
since®:; intentions of the. British 
gove iment and its representative 
in Palestine many obstacles are 
still to be met by our pioneers. 
There will be a slow change trom 
military to civil government, but I 
am hopeful that the difficulties will 
be removed. As regards the Arab 
population, whose hostility has 
been aroused by 
mendacious reports, 
are unanimous in the declaration 
that absolute friendliness and sin- 
cere desire for co-oneration shalt

The old adage that “it takes a 
thief to catch a thief” might be 
paraphrased to the effect tiat.

James M. Beck, of the department 
of justice, who recently delivered 
a notable address on “The Spirit of 
Lawlessness,” in which the orator 
dwelt particularly upon the diffi- 
culty being experienced in the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law. 
. “Tf you want to purify this law- 
less world,” advised the corre- 
spondent, “it will be simple, if you 
use a jail sentence in place of a 
fine.” 

Here is a voice from the inside— 
a voice of one who knows, the 
voice of experience! 

This bootlegger knows how crim- 
inals—especially criminals of hi& 
ilkk—dread iron bars; and he 
knows how easy it is for men in 
his Jine of criminal business to 
nay fines. 

He knows that bootleggers as a 
rule are no more inconvenienced 
by the occasional necessity of pay- 
ing fines than is the man engaged 
in a legitimate business in payiug 
his insurance premiums or license 
fees. 

“As a bootlegger,” he confides to 
the government, “I can make 500 
per cent profit after paying fines. 
graft and bait.” 

“Then, why,” he argues, “should 
{[ worry about the laws, which are 
considered a joke by the ‘ring?’” 

There is no doubt about the 
power of the government to en- 
force the law. But no law can be 
enforced by methods the applica- 
tion of which encourages rather 
than discourages its violation. 

The courts, if they really want 
to enforce prohibition, can do no 
better than to change their policy 
in accordance with the suggestion 
that has been gratuitously put 
forth by this self-confessed pro- 
fessionaj lawbreaker. 


MORE STAR-WONDERS. 
The largest telescope in the 
world is the one at Mount Wilson | 
Observatory, California, and recent 
star photographs taken there are 
said to present “new evidence on 
the probable size of the universe.” 
These phctographs were placed 
before the American Astromony 
association at its recent meeting 
at Middletown, Conn., a report of 
which, in The New York Herald, 
stated that “the astronomers went 

into ecstatics over them.” 

Of the “sensation” they created, 
The Herald says that, by request, 
they were thrown on the screen 
again, at a second session, so 
that the astronomers could fur- 
ther enjoy the new star-thrill! 

“The photographs showed,” savs 

the story, “that— 
“between the earth and the most 
distant points in space there are 
dark dust clouds of some sort of 
matter suspended in space. No light 
passes through these clouds. They 
aré opaque. Some scientists believe 
these are composed of great groups 
of stars clustered together, so to 
speak. Others do not hold to tbis 
belief. The best guess at present 
seems to be, however, that they are 
numbers of stars spinning around 
ata great rate. Some of them are 
sO large, though, that it takes them 
from fifty to a hundred thousand 
years to turn around.” 

When we contemplate photo- 
graphs of dark or bright bodies in 
space of such immense propor- 
tions that “it takes them from 
fifty to a hundred thousand years 
to turn around,” we gasp in won- 
der. The part we play in the vest 
scheme of the universe is not such 
a big one, after all! 

And yet, it seems big enough, 
when we come to think about it, 
since we have brought the heavens 
down to earth and made the stars 


fall—the long fall, the nearly 


reveal much of their mystery; for 


There should be more houmie- 
study of the stars. To many the 
simple, sublime sentence, “He 
made the stars also,” seems to be 
all there is to them. Apparently, 
they rise and set; they have their 
times and seasons, but compara- 
tively few take time to turn even 
a small telescope towards them 
and thus be rewarded with greater 
glimpses of what is going on in 
the high heavens than were ever 
obtained through the primitive 
telescopes of the early astron- 
omers. 

There are laymen star-gazers, 
here and there, throughout the 
world; but there should be many 
more. The dark, still nights over 
“the roof of the world,” would be 
radiantly beautiful with light if 
we “visited’’ more with the stars. 
The very contemplation of them 
with the unaided eye brings peace, 
and a spirit of higher companion- 
ship to all. 

And what even a little telescope 
tells makes us wonder; and, bring- 
ing them nearer to us, star-friend- 
ships may be ours. — 
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NORTH CAROLINA’S WAY. 
The North Carolina income tax

North State” groped in financiai 
distress much as Georgia is doing 
today. Her tax system—entirely 
an ad valorem—was not function- 
ing fairly, equitably or adequately. 
The rates were high and the as- 
sessments lacked uniformity. 
Under the administration of 
Governor Thomas W. Bickett the 
property tax system was radically 


tion act the taxable values were 
trebled, and several millions in 
property that had formerly escap- 
ed taxation were brought to the 
books. By the latter fact, there- 
reduced as the values were in- 
creased. 

In 1920 the state found it possi- 


general purposes entirely; and in 
1921 the legislature substituted an 
income tax law for the current 
year, covering only taxes on sgala- 
ries, fees, commissions, etc., with 
the federal exemptions; and an- 
other and broader income tax law, 
graduated and net, for the income 
year of 1921, taxes collectable in 
1922, the Jaw to apply to income 
On properties, businesses and so 
on.

Hollomon in a table of the 1921 
appropriations, including an im- 
provement fund, realized by bonds, 
of $6,500,000, 

It is a remarkable story, and 
illustrates what a state can do if 
it pleases, and without increasing 
the burden of taxation.

When I first read the text of our 
last treaty of peace with Germany, 
(for it must be remembered that we 
have two such treaties, both signed 
but both as yet unratified) there 
came to me in @ sort of whimsical 
association of ideas, the catchy lit- 
tle ballad from Pinafore: 

“A wandering minstrel, I. 

A thing of shreds and patches, 

Of ballads, songs, and snatches.” 
For there is perhaps nowhere in the 


literature of diplomacy such a puz- 
zling patchwork of paragraphs and 
phrases. It is a curious mosaic, 
made of bits from Wilson and Knox, 
Paris and Berlin. ingeniously mend- 
ed together by Hughes. 


It begins with a quotation from 
a congregational resolution, ap- 
proved by the president. There is 
then added two complete articles 
from the treaty of Versailtes. This 
is cleverly camouflaged, however, 
by simply giving ‘the numbers of 
these articles without quoting the 
text. The embroidery work is d: 
by the classical method of “reser 
tions” and disaprovals. In this 
treaty we reserve “all the right and 
privileges,” and distinctly disavow 
all the obligations of the Paris 
paper. 

A Difference in Viewpoint. 

One notes, as possibly the most 
striking political difference between 
the peoples of Europe and the peo- 


ple of America, the difference be- 
tween their attitudes toward foreign 
relations. In England or France, 
for example, “the man on _§ the 
street” has a keen and itmmediate 
interest in the relationships of his 
nation to other nations, and fs ready 
to express a definite opinion and 
reveal an acute reaction to current 
diplomatic disclosures. In America 
the average man knows litle and

At Home and Abroad. 

In 1913 when Walter Page went 
to represent us at the court of St. 
James, he was shocked and dfsmay- 
ed to find the English people gen- 
erally believed that we had deliber- 
ately broken our_pledged word, 
given in the Hay-Pauncefoote 
treaty, regarding the Panama canal] 
tolls. And he found that no prog- 
ress could be made along any friend- 
ly diplomatic lines so long as this 
breach of good faith stod between 
us. Yet at that time the average 
American, knowing nothing of the 
provisions of that treaty, was led 
to believe that the claims of Great 
Britain were simply the expression 
of an arrogant and unjust greed. 
So an American in Europe today 
is humiliated and ashamed to find 
that his beloved country is viewed 
little better than a national 
hypocrit. 

Try to see ourselves from a En- 
ropean standpoint. We stayed out 
of the war until 1917 as a benevo- 


lent neutral, incidentally making 
enormous profits out of that fearful! 
conflict. In 1917 we entered the 
war, proclaiming in definite declar- 
ation that we would give all and 
take nothing, that we might serve 
humanity. In 1919 we practically 
dominated the peace conference. and 
dictated the terms of its treaty. In 
1921, having withdrawn from a]] as- 
sociation With our allies, We repudi- 
ated every obligation of that treaty, 
but, just as definitely. reserved for 
Ourselves all its privileges and 
emoluments. . 

My point is that this Indictment 
azainst our government, as a gov- 
ernment, is true, and yet with all 
the earnestness of my spirit. and a 
sincere conviction, born out of a 
close and sympathetic study of the 
people of America, I know that that 
indictment is not true of the heart 
of the American people. This treaty 
with Germany is the inevitable re- 
sult of the almost criminal ignor- 
ance and indifference of the Ameri-

the act, and such other facts as the 
commissioner of revenue may re- 
quire for the purpose of making 
any computation required. 

If a husband and wife living to- 
gether have an aggregate net in- 
come of $2,000 or over, each shall 
make such a return, unless the in- 
come of each is included in a single 
joint return. 

Every fiduciary subject to taxa- 
tion under the provisions of the act 
shall make a return under oath for 
the individual, estate or trust for 
whom or for which he acts, if the 
net income thereof amounts to. $1,000 
or over. 

Every individual, partnership, 
corporation, joint stock company or 
association or insurance company, 
being a resident or having a place 
of business in the state, in whatever

Federal Law Traced 
In Many Respects 


The collection and enforcement of 
the act, the penalties and provisions 
for revision and repeal are all siml- 
lar to the federal law. 

The administration is in the hands 
of the commissioner of revenue—a 
distinctive department of the state 
government. The income taxes are 
paid into the state treasury to the 
credit of the general fund, and this 
source of revenue is in entire Meu of 
any state assessed ad valorem tax. 
The counties and municipalities as- 
sess on property for specific pur- 
poses, largely for schools and roads. 

One feature of the law that may 
be of particular interest determines 
how the incomes of railroads are 
computed. The act reads: 

“That in determining the taxable 
income of a corporation engaged in the 
business of operating a railroad un- 
dcr section 202 of the act to raise 
revenue, in the case of a raitroad lo- 
cated entirely within this state, the 
net operating income shall be increased 
or decreased to the extent of any 

credit or debit balance received or paid, 

as the case may be, on account of car 

hire; and when any railroad is lo- 
cated partly within and partly without 
this state, then said net operating in- 
come shall be increased or decreased 
to the extent of an equal mileage pro- 
portion within this state of any credit 
or debit balance received or paid, as

State Road Program 
State’s Biggest Job. 


The biggest constructive force fh 
state affairs today is the state-wide 
highway program. 

There are under construction at 
this writing between six and seven 
hundred miles of highway, all Iink- 
ing or connecting into a state syS5- 
tem of through roads touching coun- 
ty seat with county seat. 

The legislature in 1921—the most 
memorable in the state's modern his- 
tory—framed a complete new set of 
highway laws, provided for a state 
aid through the motor vehicle 
licenses and the excise tax of 1 cent 
a gallon on retail sales of gasoline; 
authorized an issue of $50,000,000 in 
“North Carolina atate highway 
serials,” reorganized the highway 
commission, employed an executive 
engineer and started out to lead the 
south in highway development. The 
state is easily doing 80, although 
Georgia is moving along toward the 
same goal, and will yet reach her 
northern neighbor in that specific 
march of progressiveness. 

The North Carolina highway pro- 
gram is of such magnitude that the 
federal bureau of roads has estab- 
lished a branch office in Raleigh to 
more quickly co-operate with the 
state in the federal aid projects, and 
the state is now building a great and 
magnificent highway administration 
building with practically as much 
floor space as the state capitol. 

The highway commission, consist- 
ing of a chairman and nine members 
from every section of the state, is 
clothed with full authority in all 
highway construction, there being 
No division of authority, conflict or 
friction. The commission sits as a 
court in hearing and passing upon 
petitions from respective counties 
and conforms strictly to the out- 
lined system of through state roads. 

It is building roads of a lasting 
quality, rather than temporary or 
makeshift roads, and for every 
project completed it provides for an 
adequate maintenance. Indeed 
maintenance is a specific mandate, 
and the state is being warmly con- 
gratulated from a!! sources for its 
strict adherence to the pdlicy of

What State Is Doing 
For Her Common Schools. 


Ig the issue of yesterday I explain- 
ed what this state is doing in an- 
nual appropriations for her higher 
educational institutions; keeping the 
same step, too, in the maintenance 
of her eleemosynary institutions. 

This is remarkable, and is the out- 
come of taking the tax system in 
hand two years ago and so revising 
it by bringing hidden and intangible 
properties to the front that in one 
year the state felt secure in aban- 
doning the rate on property entirely. 
It was done through the revaluation 
act, which has now been laid aside, 
temporarily at least and perhaps 
permanently, and a graduated net 
income tax act imposed in lieu. 

North Carolina’s population, cen- 
sus of 1920, is 2,559,128, which is 300,- 
000 less than Georgia’s. She has 
only 100 counties and ten congres- 
sional districts. .Georgia has 156 | 
more (it is practically impossible to 
keep the exact record, as new county 
manufacturing has become a legisla- 
tive industry) and twelve congres- 
siona] districts. 

From North Carolina's state treas- 
ury is appropriated only $1,400,000 a 
year—at high water—for the com- 
mon schools, and yet it is generally 
accepted that the state has one of 
the most useful and efficient public 
school systems in the south. The 
common schools are maintainede 
largely through local school tax- 
ation, the state fund being a state 
ald merely, together with an equal- 
izing functon in bringing the poorer 
counties up to the highest standard, 
There are differentiated appropria- 
tions from the total fund also for 
encouraging consolidations, high 
schools, attendance andlong terms. 

For instance from the school laws 
of 1921 the following: 

‘There ig hereby appropriated an- 
nually from the general fund of the 
state treasury the sum of one million 
four hundred thousand dollars (81,400,- 
000) to be held as a separate fund in 
the state treasury, to be known as the 
‘state public school fund,’ and to be 
expended as provided in this act. 

“The state board of education shall 
apportion annually out of the estate 
public school fund to each county of 
the state unable to provide a six 
months school term after levying .the 
maximum rate specified in section 4 
of this act, an’ amount to supplement 
the county funds sufficiently to pro- 
vide a six months term for every 
school in the county. 

“fhe state board of education shall 
also apportion annually from the state 
public school fund and amount snffi- 
clent to pay, in accordance with the 
state salary schedule, the salaries of 
the county superintendents and assist- 
ant superintendents for six months, and 
all supervisors other than those speci- 
fied in section 12, principals of all 
elementary schools having ten or mora 
teachers, and principale of all stand- 
ard high schools, for three months.’’ 
The 1921 legislature also, in ord&# 

to keep the standard of the publig 
school buildings to the highest, au- 
thorized a $5,000,000 bond issue at 5 
per cent for the specific purpose of 
loaning to county boards for new 
school buildings, and for improving, 
enlarging and revamping the old 
buildings. 

By reason of the rapid road build- 
ing program in the state consolida- 
tions have been rapid, and the state 
is perhaps hauling more ~childrep 
to large and well equipped gradeg 
schools than any state in the south, 

It is interesting to note what the 
state is doing for vocational educas 
tion. 

Following is from the 1921 law: 

“There shall be appropriated an- 
nually from the state public school 
fund the sum of $224,000 for the en- 
couragetnent of vocational’ education, 
and for the building of standard high 
schools in the rural districts, and pro- 
viding teacher-training courses in pub- 
llc high schools, So much of this 
amount a6 may be necessary shall be 
used by the state board of vocational 
education to meet the federal a ppro- 
priation under the Smith-Hughes act 


for the encouragement of vocational 
education and for the rehabilitation of 
— injured in industries or other- 
wise.’’ 


Break of Light 
After a Long Night. 


North Carolina * is in the front 
ranks in this country in highway 
development and educational prog- 
ress and support, 

The state labored long and pat 
tiently with antequated, abused, un- 
just and inequitably enforced tax 
lawg. 

Then it literally “took the bull by 
the horns,” under the administratiog 
of Governor Bickett, and enacted 
the revaluation act, considered at 
the time extreme and radical by 
many. It was found, however, that 
while values were materially in- 
creased the rate was equally as ma- 
terlally reduced, and the state 
evolved. from treasury poverty tp 
such wealth that the ‘institutions 
could be made to flourish, and the 
towns of the state could be brought 
in elbow touch by hard roads. This 
was done by bringing former tax 
dodgerg to account. The law became 
popular therefore, but then the post- 
war depression struck. changing 
property values to such an extent 
that the legislature of 1921, under 
Governor Morrison, decided to lay 
aside the property tax entirely for 
the timeand substitute the gradu- 
ated net income law—and the out- 
come is being watched with keen 
interest,

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Question Has Reached 
Council for Decision 


After Long Deadlock 


Whole Situation Has Been Bedevilled With 
Propaganda, Declares Simands in Re- 
viewing Facts in Case—Poland’s Side 
Ignored in United States.

Washington, September 10.—(Special.)—Now that the Upper Sile- 
sian question has reached the council’ of the league of nations, after 
having produced a deadlock in the supreme council of the allied 
nations and having incidentally set Europe by the ears and brought 
the Anglo-French entente to the edge of dissolution if is, perhaps, 
appropriate to look back upon the facts in the case. 
whole question has been bedevilled by the propaganda of many 
nations, while equally unfortunately, in the United States, the Polish 


side has been totally lost sight of. 


Yet the truth ig that, accepting the treaty of Versailles as the law, 
the Polish claim is irrefutable, so far as the important industrial re- 
gion is concerned. The chief reason that Polish rights are being de- 
nied moreover is that dt is for the profit of Great Britain primarily 
and of Italy incidentally to play the German game, that is, to seek the 
economic reconstruction of Germany as a contribution to their own 
What the British are undertaking to do is to block Poland 
in the interest of their own economic prosperity, primarily, but of 
German recovery, as a secondary detail.

Treaty Gave 
‘Poland Territory. 


Going back to the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, this document provided, 
its first draft, that Poland should 
have Upper Silesia, so clear did the 
Polish claim then appear. But, in 
the final draft the British, fearing 
that Germany might not sign the 
treaty and thus that economic re- 
covery would be postponed with 
evil effects for themselves, pro- | 
cured an amendment, providing for | 
a plebiscite to determine the final 
possession of the territory. 

On behalf of the Poles the French 
procured an agreement in the treaty 
that the results should be viewed by 
districts, by towns and _ villages, 
since Paris perceived that while a 
portion of the contested area would 
certainly fall to Germany and that 
a majority of the total vote might 
be German, but that certain areas 
along the Prussian-Polish frontier 
would surely go for Poland. This 
detail is the main cause of the con- 
troversy. 

Now the real value of this Up- 
per Silesian territory, economically 
speaking, derives from the existence 
of the second largest coal deposit 
on thre continent of Europe, the so- 
ealled “industrial triangle.” But 
this mineralized and industrialized 
area lies close to the Polish fron- 
tier°- and contains the largest per- 
centage of Polish inhabitants, al- 
though it is worth recalling that 
even German statistics concede that 
the Slavonic element outnumbers the 
Teutonic in Upper Silesia, as a 
whole. 

The plebiscite was held last spring 
and the results were about what the 
French had foreseen. The districts 
nearest to Germany, that is the 
north and west of the Upper Sile- 
sian province, voted everwhelmingly 
for Germany But these districts 
are in the main purely agricultural. 
No dispute exists as to them, al- 
though the Poles have, On the basis 
of the “Kernanty line,’ demanded 


a fraction of this region, where | 
the Poles were in the majority.

In Other Area. 


In the so-called “industrial area” | 
the result was quite different. Here 
divisions, corresponding 
roughly to counties, with us. Of 
these nine the Poles carried five 
and the Germans four, namely Pless, 
Rybnik, Kattowit2 (country), Beu- 
then (country) and Tarnowitz. The 
Germans carried Hindenburg and 
the three city areas of Kenishutte, 
Kattowitz and Beuthen. The total 
vote of the Poles in this regton was 
330,276 and of the Germans only 
289,388. Thus the Polish majority 
was 40,388. As for the vote viewed 
by municipal units, that is by 
towns, cities and villages, here the 
Polish triumph was overwhelming, 
as more than three-quarters of 
these units voted for the Polish 
union.

Thus what actually happened, as 
would be indicated on a color map, 
showing the municipal units which 
voted for Poland in black and the 
German in red, was that a few towns 
wholty surrounded by a Polish 
countryside, voted to remain Ger- 
man. On such a map the task of 
the commission empowered to deal 
with this question would seem 
easy. And interpreted in the way 
the treaty of Versailles was writ- 
ten, the Polish right to the whole 
industrial area would seem beyond 
debate. 

We have, however, to reckon with 
the British point of view, which {is 
the result of very complex con- 
siderations. First of all the British 
believe that the shortest way to 
the economic recovery of Europe 


is the economic restoration of Ger- 
many. This means, in simple terms, 
that Germany constitutes one of 
the best markets for Great ‘Britain 


and an enormous British trade with 
central Europe depends upon set- 
tled conditions in Germany, itself. 
Thus the British have worked 
steadily for the restoration of Ger- 
many economically. 


What Action 
Would Mean. 


But to deprive Germany of the 
Upper Silesian mineralized and in- 
dustrialized area would be like tak- 
ing Pennsylvania from the United 
States. This is, perhaps an extreme 
statement, but it would be a. tre-- 
mendous loss. And this would work 
two ways, it would obviously di- 
minish the possibilities of German 
recovery and it would similarly re- 
duce German capacity to meet her | 
reparations obligations to all of her 
European enemies of the world war. 
Finally—and the circumstance js 
important, the loss of Upper Silesia 
would have political effects which 
are incalculable but certain to be 
disastrous, viewed from:-the British 
thesis, which is that British re- 
covery depends upon German resto- 
ration, economically, be it under- 
stood. 

In this situation the British from 
the outset took the German view 
of the Upper Silesian dispute. They 
indicated, through the foreign of- 
fice to the German cabinet that, 
provided Germany accepted the 
allied ultimatum of last May, and 
agreed to meet the allied demands 
in the matter of reparations, Great 
Britain would support German 
rights, of course the phrase was 
diplomatically correct, tn Upper 
Silesia." This meant, in fact, if the 
Germans would agree to surrender 
on reparations, thus avoiding a 
French occupation of the Ruhr, 
which would also gravely distur 
British economic interests. Britai 
would back German claims in Up- 
per Silesia, 

Now, when the vote had beef 
counted and declared, it remained 
for an allied comission to decide 
where the new frontiers should be 
drawn. The Germans claimed all 
of the territory by virtue of the 
fact that in the total vote In upper 
Silesia the Germans had‘ obtained 
60 per cent and the Poles but 49 
per cent.

Practically impossible to divide this 
area.

portation chaos even worse than 
those resulting for the partition of 
Austria-Hungary. 


France Claimed 
Portion for Poland. 


But since it was plain. that the 
area could not he divided, the prob- 
lem was, in fact, either toyvgive it 
to Germany or to Poland. Now it is 
at this precise point which the 
British view, which supports Ger- 
many, falls afoul of the’ French, 
which backs Poland and it is the 
continuing quarrel over this di- 
Vision which has produced one “in- 
cident” after another in the Anglo- 
French entente; and nearly, if not 
actually ruptured this union of the 
two great nations most responsible 
for German defeat. 

The French, on behalf of Poland, 
claimed for her the whole of the 
industrialized area. They based their 
claim squarely upon the Treaty of 
Versailles and the results of the 
plebiscite. I have already cited these 
figures, which reveal that i nthe in- 
dustrial area Poland carried five of 
nine counties, three-quarters of the 
communes and her total vote in the 
whole area was more than 40,000 
in excess of that of the Germans. 
Despite all that has been said up to 
the present time, I have failed to 
see any argument 
the legalistic side of the Polish 
claim. 

But the British undertook to 
justify an opposite view by consid- 
erations which lay wholly outside 
of the purview of.the treaty itself. 
They said and continue to Say that 
the most important thing in the 
world is the restoration of economic 
‘“normerly;” that the first element 
in this restoration is the return of 
Germany to prosperity, or at least 
to a condition of healthy economic 
life. To deprive Germany of her 
second largest industrial area with 
40 per cent of her present coal pro- 
duction and more than 50 per cent 
of her coal] reserves would then, ob- 
viously, be a grave if not a fatal 
blow to German recovery. 

The truth is that British recovery 
is contingent upon Germany to a 
very considerable degree and, in 
reality, this explains the Britisn 
policy... But the British base their 
contentions on a wholly different 
ground. They argue that the French 
policy is directed at the destruction 
of Germany and France is perfectly 
prepared to see Germany ruined for- 
ever, provided that the result of the 
ruin would be French immunity 
from German attack. And 
stated this view, the British pro- 
ceed to attach French policy as 
chauvinistic, militaristic, short- 
sighted for France and disastrous 
for the world. 


Would Strengthen 
Poland as Ally. 


As for the French position, it is 
not a bit more unselfish, let us per- 
ceive this fact. What France is 


after is, frankly, the strengthening 
of Poland at the expense of Ger- 
many wherever possible, not merely 
because Poland is an ally of France, 
but also because the weaker Ger- 
many is. in the future, the less dan- 
ger France will be in of having to 
endure still another German attack 
and invasion. And the Upper Sile- 
ston industrial area is one of the 
most important details in German 
economic, strength for war. As for 
the loss to France either in trade 
or in reduced indemnities as a con- 
sequence of their pro-Polish policy, 
the Frermch are willing to risk all 
of this if they can gain security 
as well. 

In the last conference in Paris 
in August there was an amusing 
passage between Briand and Lioyd- 
George, which accurately revealed 
the position of the two countries. 
In one of his innumerable addresses 
Lloyd-George said: 

“The difference between. French 
and British policy would seem. to 
be this: We believe that the Ger- 
man cow should be kept alive and 
milked, you believe that it should 
be cut up for steak.” 

To this Briand replied: 
what concerns us is, if the cow 
stays alive, that his horns shall not 
be pointed in our directiom”’ 

But it seems to me that fn this, 
as in all other European disputes, 
Americans should avoid being de- 
ceived by the propaganda of either 
side. The British standpoint is ob- 
viously to keep the cow alive and 
milk it, because this is the method 
which best serves British economic 
interests. The French would rather 
take the steak and abolish the 
horns. But the real issue is be- 
tween the Poles and the Germans, 
and rests upon the a agi ee of 
the treaty of Versailles. If his 
treaty is to be interpreted as.it was 
written. then the Poles must have 
‘he industrialized area, their claim 
is beyond debate in an impartial 
court of law. 

Unfortunately, there is no such 
court. On the contrary, in the couns 
cilof the league of nations, asin the 
supreme council, there are repre- 
sentatives of several nations, each 
of which has an interest of its own. 
Japan wants British support in the 
Washington conference, and is 
ready to pay for it by giving all of 
Poland to the Germans, if the Brit- 
ish so desire. France is the only 
nation backing the Poles, but the 
French interest is only incidentally 
Polish.

‘They are seeking to ob- 
tain modifications in practice, be- 
cause they have found that, as it 
was written, the treaty. was on the 
ecOnomic side little less than a dis- 
aster for themselves. They are 
willing to sacrifice Polish rights, 
they are ready to lay aside a]l mem- 
ories of the war and forward Ger- 
man economic recovery, because this 
means a reduction of British unem- 
Ployment and a return of British 
prosperity. i 
But why should the Poles be sac- 
rificed? This is the real question. 
British desire to placate Germany 


has already deprived the Poles of 
all but a mockery of a window on 
the sea &t Danzig. British poligical

After all, what one sees its the 
conflict between the economie and 
moral right here as in so many 
other places. Conceiwably, let wus 
even say probably, the Germans 
would make better use of the Upper 
Silesian industrial area than _ the 
Poles, and the use they made of it 
would enable them to contribute 
more to the sum of British prosper- 
ity, since their purchasing power 
would be @ar greater. But no one 
denies that a ma®ority of the in- 
habitants are Polish or that a ma- 
jority the inhabitants voted for 
union with Poland. No one denies 
that the majority of the population 
has been Slavonic since the dawn of 
history, although the territory was 
taken from Poland , nearly’ seven 
centuries ago and subsequently 
stolen from Maria Theresa by Fred- 
erick the Great. 

British policy hére is precisély 
what it was in the Balkans when, 
after Russia had defeated Turkey 
and drawn a new map liberating 
most of the Bulgarians of the 
Balkan peninsula. Britain inter* 
vened and turned back millions 
of Christians to Turkish rule, be- 
cause she feared Russian ascendan- 
cy in the Balkans and saw in the 
enlarged Bulgaria only a tool of 
Russia. One of the chief causes of 
the world war, perhaps, as imp-’-r- 
tant a cause as German militarism 
itself, was the policy pursued by 
Britain in the Beaconsfiell period 
in backing “the Turks against the 
Slavs in the Near East. 

All the talk about the better way, 
the wiser course in dealing with 
Germany, all of Lloyd-George’s pro- 
tests against the creation of a sec- 
ond Alsace-Lorraine in Upper Sile- 
sia are no more than mere oratory. 
British support of Germany in the 
Upper Silesian dispute rests upon 
Lloyd-George's frank statement that 
England is looking upon Germany 
as a mileh cow. And unmistakably 
the cow will give more milk if it is 
fed @ large part of the Upper Sile- 
sian region.

The 
Spanish vote, too, can be had® in 
return for British promise of sup- 
port of the Spanish against the 
French in the dispute over the ul- 
timate pagsession of Tanger, which 
is being “waged vigorously at the 
present time. As to the merits of 
the issue, they will hardly be men- 
tioned except by the victims. 

The worst thing about the Euro- 
pean mess is the constant effort of 
those immediately concerned to tfn- 
volve us, by a misstatement of the 
basic facts. It is perfectly easy to 
stampede any number of Americans 
by merely asserting that the real 
trouble in the Upper Silesian dis- 
pute is the militaristic and chau- 
Vinistic desire of France to destroy 
Germany, plus the preposterous 
Polish imperialism, which would de- 
prive Germany of territory here by 
moral right and vital to her indus- 
trial life and economic recovery. 

Yet these, same people might be 
eaSily led to the Polish side of the 
debate were it plain to them that 
in the country in dispute the Poles 
have always been in a majority and 
under the treaty of Versailles they 
were promised union with Poland, 
provided thev so desired. As to their 
desire, the figures of the plebiscite 
of the springtime show clearly. 

But the smaller nations seldom 
have a chance to get their case be- 


fore the world audience. Rumania, 
Poland, Jugo-Slavia, these were the 
chopping blocks of the Paris con- 
ference aS the Balkans have been of 
European diplomacy for more than 
a century. When Britain opposed 
Russian possession of Constanti- 
nople at the congress of Berlin, she

On &@ bDroad scale is reported to the 
American Paper and Pulp associa- 
these reports coming from 
Various sections of the country, 
Among the notable examples is the 
Strathmore Paper company, at Mit- 
tineague, Mass., which restored its 
machines to production on Septem- 
ber 1, and the American Writing 
Paper company, Which 1s steadiiy 
increasing its output, now that the 
low point has been: reached. 

Following the recent and various 
individual downward revisions in 
the price of high grade paper, 
liquidation is apparently complete 
in writing, book and cover paper 
markets, and as a result Buying is 
increasing.

dental to the occasion. Everyone knows that a bullish cotton market 
brings more sunshine to the south, but every level-headed merchant 
also knows that the recent advance in cotton had a good deal of 
|“bullishness” in it—meaning, of course, the gamble or stock market 
| influences that always force themselves in at a time of this kind. 

There is no question but that cotton’ is to see better days, but 
eventually the advance in price’ will most: likely be found to have really 
taken a more gradual rise than several days of the past week would 
indicate. There will be jumps and recessions from day to day, and 
from week to week, and in the end a lot of progress upward will have 
been made. Every business indication points that way. 

Above and beyond this particular feature of the week, however, 
there were influences at work, with both retailer and wholesaler, that 
mean more to the business interests of this section than the advance 
in the price of cotton. 

There was a getting together for mutual helpfulness such ag has 
not taken place for years*there were conferences on the past and 
present and understandings for the fyture that virtually rebuilt the 
solid feuntiations upon which the fast-growing business of the south- 
east made its greatest progress in past years. 

The big idea of the week—the one fact that meant more than any. 

other to the commercial world of this section as a whole—was ex- 
pressed by a visiting merchant to a small group of his friends after 
the festivities were over and the big crowd was getting ready to come 
back to town from the Lakewood barbecue Wednesday afternoon.

bayonets. No one knows as to that 
but, however, the credit is divided 
it is true that defeat became cer- 
tain and wag hurried when the Ger- 
man people finally lost faith in the 
ability of their war-lord to break 
the allied line. Thinking defeat 
hastened the end. 

History records economic depres- 
sion after every eat war and so 
the signing of the armistice, the 
ending of wartime industrial act‘ 
vittes and the resulting easing up 
everywhere, heralded bad times to 
thousands of business men. Weak 
from the mighty efforts whieh had 
just been crowned with victory, 
they saw financial and industrial 
depression staring the in the face— 
and they lacked the organization 
and the faith to fight it off. They 
accepted it and ran to cover ag best 
ag they could. Business of all kinds 
went on a hand-to-mouth basis, 
retrenchments were the rule of*the 
day, factories curtailed. operations 
or shut down, unemployment be- 
came prevalent, a nation-wide buy- 
ers’ strike added to the confusion 
and the faith and confidence on. 
which. business is conducted was 
conspituous by its absence. 
where the bad times were the chief 
subject of discussion. 

The Cautious Upturn. 

Well, there is an end to every- 
thing, and a few months ago people 
commenced to tell that we had fi- 
nally reached rock bottom and that 
any subsequent change would be 
for the better. Cautiously, people 
began buying for more than imme- 
diate augmented operations,. thank- 
fully, producers found markéts. The 
wheels of business speeded up a 
little and nothing broke. 

A shred of confidence developed. 
The woolen mills, which in Janu- 
ary were on a 30 per cent basis, 
moved to an 80 or 90 per cent basis; 
the shoe factories which shut down 
last winter, resumed operations and 
now are at 85 per cent capacity 
with business in sight; increased 
railroad business indicated improve- 
ments all along the line. The meat 
packing business and others which 
have gone through the world-wide 
liquidation and readjustment move- 
ment are again on a firm footing 
and making a little money.

PROTECTION MEAS 


Urge License to Save Them. 


From Fraud—Oppose 
Some Féatures. 


R. C. Berckmans, horticulturist of 
the Georgia state board of ente- 
mology, and A. C. Lewis, state en- 
tomologist, have just returned from 
the nreeting of the Southern Nur- 
serymen’s association at Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn. 

They attended this meeting to 
place before the nurserymen and ex- 
plain to them a recent bill intro- 
duced in the Georgia legislature 
which had some very objectionable 
features in it from the nurserymen’s 
viewpoint. After a thorough dis- 
cussion the section requiring a bond 
of from $100 to $5,000 was stricken 
from the bill. The main features of 
the bill, as indorsed by the conven- 
tion, are those requiring a license 
to do a nursery business in the 
state, the annual fee for the license 
being $5. The license may at ahy 
time be revoked by the Georgia 
staté’ board of entomology if the 
parties do not comply with the law 
or any rules and regulations of the 
board of entomology.

them from the unscrupulous and ir- 
responsible nurserymen.
